INCE the days of Julius Caesar’s reign over the Ro- 
man Empire, a great-sized, big-capacitied, rugged 
dairy cow has been in the process of development 

for one purpose only—to produce tremendous quanti- 
ties of milk and milk fat from good pasture and farm- 
grown feeds, without pampering, without expensive 
housing or equipment. The Holstein cow requires only 
a good farmer-dairyman as her ‘“‘guide’”’ in making more 
milk at less cost than any other cow the world around. 

Among the tulips and luxuriant, though coarse, low- 
land pastures of Holland, this great dairy machine was 
perfected for size, capacity and appetite to consume 
coarse feed for one purpose only—and today the fulfill- 
ment of that purpose serves the welfare of rapidly grow- 
ing industrial cities as the heavy meat-producing ani- 
mals originally imported into the New World could never 
have done. This period marks the passing of the ‘‘fam- 
ily cow’’ and the opening of a great commercial milk- 
producing era. 

The beef-type animal failed to meet the demand for 
fluid milk required by growing cities because beef breeds 
had been developed in England for generations to pro- 
duce high quality mvat with low dressing loss at slaugh- 
ter. No thinking person expected the Galloway, the Angus 
or the Hereford to produce milk in paying quantities. 
Their inheritance was purified for economical produc- 
tion of high quality beef. The specialized dairy cow 
had been bred and selected to eat feed and make milk of 
it; the beef animal to eat feed and make meat of it. 

No experienced hunter would attempt to train a bull- 
dog for hunting wild game, the bulldog having been de- 
veloped for generations to concentrate characters for 
courage, strength and tenacity. The bird dog is selected, 
culled and developed for instinct of keen scent, concen- 
tration and ability to guide his master in a search of wild 
game. A bird dog is never used as a watch dog because 
specialized breeds of watch dogs have been selected for 
generations to concentrate inheritance characters for 
keen detection of sound, ability, and intelligence to utter 
an alarm when unusual sound is detected. No draft horse 
Was ever entered in a sulky or saddle race. The Per- 
cheron, the Belgian, the Shire and the Clydesdale have 
had intelligent application of the principles of selection 
by smart horsemen, taking advantage of the law of var- 
iation in inheritance characters, to build an animal suited 
to start and draw heavy loads. Likewise, no mongrel 
horse has ever won the Kentucky Derby where the task 
Tequires great stamina, grace of movement, a stout 
heart and a competitive spirit. 

Yet, three out of every four among the 420,000 dairy- 
men of America with herds of 11 or more cows, today are 
using at the head of their herd a sire of mixed and, in 


most cases, utterly unknown inheritance. Only one 
out of each four of our dairymen have gone on with the 
work so well exemplified by the smartest dairymen of the 
Old World. This lack of appreciation of the “bred for 
one purpose only” specialized dairy cow has permitted 
the existence of factors contributing to a national aver- 
age production from cows ‘kept principally for dairy 
purposes”’ of only 180 pounds of butterfat per year. 

In 1906, a group of Michigan dairymen banded them- 
selves together for the purpose of purifying the inheri- 
tance of their dairy cows from knowledge to be gained 
by systematic month-by-month testing for butterfat and 
calculation of milk produced by each individual animal 
in the herds. At the end of the year they had a 215- 
pound butterfat average for this, the first cow-testing 
association in America. 


By 1940 this work had grown until the individual rec- 
ords of more than 500,000 cows were tabulated by the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry. Each year since 1930 has 
shown an annual average above 300 lbs. butterfat, with 
1940 being tops with its average of 331 pounds. Some- 
thing over a third of these are registered purebreds, the 
rest largely grade cows. During the 1939-40 test year 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America super- 
vised the testing of 15,578 registered Holstein-Friesian 
cows under provision of the Herd Improvement Registry. 
This great herd of registered Holstein-Friesian cows, lo- 
cated in 44 states of the Union, averaged 405.2 pounds 
butterfat for the year—an excess of 225 pounds over the 
average dairy cow of the United States and 74 pounds 
more than the cows kept by the more advanced dairy- 
men, that is, those taking advantage of Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association testing. 

In the lifetime of a dairyman there has not been a 
time when his grade, native or scrub bull, sold over the 
block, would come as near buying a purebred registered 
dairy bull backed by generations of careful selection as 
today. There has never been a time when it was more 
urgent for American dairymen to get rid of these bulls of 
nondescript breeding to avoid producing more of the so- 
called ‘‘dairy cows” that pulled the national butterfat 
average down to 180 pounds. (If the reader was un- 
fortunate enough to own some of these cows he knows 
how far down they pulled him.) This nation has no 
time for waste; and attempted production with the aver- 
age, or worse, cow is waste of time, labor, feed and equip- 
ment. 

Think it over, Mr. Dairyman. Isn’t it time to make 
that swap—from your just-a-bull to a production-bred 
Holstein sire?—A bull bred for one purpose only—to 
sire heifers which will make more milk and fat, cheaper.

Housing and Handling the Mature Bull 


bull, for the future success of your breeding pro- 

gram depends to a very large degree upon him. A 
sire of proved high ability as a herd improver is such a 
priceless possession that he deserves better care and liv- 
ing conditions than he usually receives. It is now pos- 
sible at very modest cost to construct quarters for the 
mature bull which provide: 

1—Safety for the attendant in handling which is of 
prime importance, for no mature bull is to be 
trusted. 

2—Exercise, which will prolong his years of act- 
ive service, not only in the matter of fertility but in 
avoidance of accidents and injury, and maintain- 
ence of good condition of the feet and legs. 

3—A breeding stall that permits use of even the 
heaviest bull on young heifers and eliminates dan- 
ger of injury to cows during service, as well as to 
the attendant. 

The possession of proper equipment for handling the 
mature bull makes it possible for the owner to keep 
such sires in satisfactory service for a much longer per- 
iod, and also puts him in position to take advantage of 
economical buys in taking on desirable proved and tried 
bulls always available to those having such housing. 

One of the great tragedies of breeding experience is 
the number of really great sires that were sent to slaugh- 
ter before their worth was recognized, usually because 
of lack of suitable facilities for handling them after they 
grew up. Few breeders can plead not guilty. And 
how common the experience to go into a herd, see a 
fine group of sisters, and upon inquiry about the sire, 
get the sad response, ‘‘He went to the butcher before we 
knew his worth.” 

On the other hand, instances can be multiplied where 
éreat sires have been preserved for many added years of 
usefulness after the normal life span of bulls, simply by 
Providing proper housing, feeding and exercise. Mara- 


Ti most important member of your herd is the herd 


thon Bess Burke, whose disposition made him difficult 
to handle, sold far under his known value in the Erick- 
son Dispersal, but continued to a ripe age in the Glen- 
cliffe herd in Washington, and finally at Adohr in Calif- 
ornia, making thereafter a priceless contribution to the 
breed. 

By proper housing and management, bulls like King 
Ormsby Ideal, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, Dutchland Den- 
ver The Great, Creamelle Onyx Colantha,. Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes Ollie, Ormsby Direct, Sir Inka May 
and Matador Segis Ormsby—to mention just a few— 
lived and were active at from 12 to 18 years of age, 
making possible in-breeding and line-breeding pro- 
grams on their daughters and granddaughters that have 
made an immeasurable contribution to the progress of 
the breed. 

Proper facilities for bull housing have made possible 
the transfer of proved sires like Montvic Pathfinder, 
Montvic Chieftain 7th, Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad, 
DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, and many other sires of en- 
during fame at prices far above those for which they 
were sold as calves. Good bull housing pays real divi- 
dends. 

What Constitutes Good Bull Housing 

Good bull housing has certain fundamentals that 
should be observed. Details can be worked out in a 
wide variety of ways to suit individual conditions and 
circumstances. The expense can be as little or as much 
as you desire. But bull housing must provide first of 
all safety in handling, both for the bull and for the care- 
taker. “It costs less than a first class funeral,’”’ as one 
breeder expressed it. It must provide an opportunity 
for exercise. These two factors are basic. 

Details and refinements may be added as desired— 
but no matter how elaborate, they fail of their purpose 
if these fundamentals are not included. 

Most bull housing errs on the side of allowing too 
little space for exercise. Where room is available, an

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acre run for the herd sire, with pasture, may be the most 
productive acre on the breeder’s farm. Pasture grass 
is very desirable for older bulls. If conditions do not 
permit this arrangement, an exercising yard is important. 
This should be well drained, and should be 16 to 18 feet 
in width and 50 to 70 feet in length. It is desirable to 
have it located so that cows pass by it or in sight of it, as 
the bull will take more exercise under those conditions. 
Too often we find the herd sire wallowing knee deep in 
mud and manure in a restricted area about the size of a 
box stall. Solitary confinement does not help the dis- 
position of man or beast. 


Exercise is also promoted if the bull is given some- 
thing to play with in his yard. A log 20” or more in 
diameter and 2% feet long, an oak keg or an old oil 
drum that he can roll around, encourages him to move 
about. One New York State dairyman has a post about 
five feet high set in the middle of his bull yard, with an 
old milk can inverted over it. The bull spends hours 
playing with it—and saving wear and tear on fence and 
manger. Many dairymen make use of electric fencing 
to further protect their permanent construction, or to en- 
close pasturage. We have heard of no adverse reports 
upon this method of handling even aged or unruly herd 
herd sires, provided the animal is confined to solid quar- 
ters during hours of darkness. 


Cornell Plans for Home Made Bull Yard 
Prof. A. M. Goodman, Cornell University Department 
of Agricultural Engineering, Ithaca, N. Y., offers the 
plans outlined on the opposite page for a Safety Bull 
Yard. (Full details of their recommendations may be 
had by asking for Mimeo Bulletin No. 180). 


A breeding stall with a safety gate makes it possible 
and convenient to let the bull run loose in a yard and 
to use him without having to catch and handle him. 
Figures 1 and 2 show a breeding stall and the gate 
which controls the entrance to this stall. The free end 
of the gate swings between two posts so that it can never 
come entirely open. 

In Figure 1 the gate is shown fastened to one of

these posts, so that the bull cannot get to the breeding 
stall. In Figure 2, the gate is swung out so that the 
bull has access to the stall. 


Details of the Breeding Stall Construction, as recom- 
mended by Dr. Goodman, are as follows: 

If the following steps are followed it is a simple job 
to lay out and construct such a stall and gate. 

1. Stretch a line A-B, figure 8, parallel to the 
side of the building or fence beside which the breeding 
stall is to be built and 4 feet 8 inches from it. 

2. Set post 2 four inches back from the line of the 
building. 

3. Set post 3 to which the gate is hinged to the line, 
A-B, so that when the gate is hung, the gate when closed 
will just overlap post2 (Figures 1 and 3). 

4. Set post 4 two inches out from the line A-B, and 
just far enough from post 3 so that the gate will overlap 
post 4 when the gate is swung out as in Figure 2. Post 
4 is placed 2 inches back from line A-B to make room for 
the batton on the gate and thus permit the inside of the 
gate to come flush with the inside of the stall. 

5. Set post 5 to line A-B and 12 inches in the clear 
from post 4. Post 5 is placed one foot from post 
4 so that should it be necessary the attendant can reach 
the cow’s tail to facilitate the service. 

6. Set post 6 to line A-B and eleven or twelve feet 
from post 5. Put tight siding on the rear of the stall 
so that the bull can never catch his front feet. 

Make the gate 8 feet long and 5 feet high. It should 
be made of two-inch plank with heavy battons and it 
should be well bolted together. 


Hang the gate on three heavy hinges. If hook 
hinges are used one should be turned down so that the 
gate cannot be thrown off. The gate and fence should 
be 6 feet high. The fence for the bull yard may be of 
planks or poles spiked or bolted to the yard side of the 
posts. Put posts not over 6 feet apart unless heavy 
poles are used. 


All of the posts should be 9 feet long and 6 inches in 
diameter at the small end. They should be set 3 feet in

A remodeled frame building, set on con- 
crete foundation (20’x24’) containing two 
cells 12’'x16’, with a feed alley 4'x24’. 
Mow capacity 7 to 9 tons of chopped 
hay. Equipment also includes stanchions, 
feed racks and water tank. Paddocks are 
20’x50’. Constructed of 6’’ steel I-beams, 
set in 3% feet of concrete. Old 35-lb 
steel rails are bolted to them. Gates were 
welded from 2” pipe. Breeding rack was 
added after photograph was taken. En- 
tire outfit was constructed by regular 
farm labor ‘‘between times.’’ Only new 
material was galvanized roofing and sid- 
ing, cement and gravel.

the ground. Black locust, cedar and white oak are the 
most durable native post woods. Old telephone or pow- 
er line poles may often be used to advantage. 


_ Figure 4 gives detail of gate construction. 


If material is purchased at the lumber yard for this 
gate, the following materials should be ordered: 

2—2”"x12”"x16’ 

2—2”x 6”x16’ 
30—%"x414” bolts 

1 lb. 16d nails 

3—12” strap hinges or 

2 pairs 12” hook and strap hinges 


Figure 5 shows a good and cheap breeding rack for 
use in a breeding stall. Be sure to have tight sides on 
at least the rear half of the stall so that the bull cannot 
possibly catch his front feet when dismounting. 

Note that the rear end of the plank at the left side of 
the rack is secured by one bolt. The front end can be 
moved to the right so that the rack can be made to fit a 
cow of any size. The plank may be held in the desired 
position with a rope, chain or wire. 

A stanchion may be placed in the rack or the cow may 
be tied with the halter rope. 

Always fasten the cow securely so that she cannot 
back out of the stall and get loose in the bull yard. 

Regarding breeding stalls where more then one bull 
is used, Prof. Goodman makes the following comment: 

“There does not seem to have been devised any really 
Satisfactory arrangement of gates for the use of one 
breeding stall in connection with two bull yards. Those 
observed are generally actually dangerous, and always 
80 complicated as to make the construction of individual 
breeding stalls and racks less expensive.” 


The Bull House 

Most authorities recommend a separate shed to 
house the bull. | This need not be elaborate or expensive 
in construction. It should be located if possible with 
southern exposure, opening into the paddock and breed- 
ing pen as previously described. 

Full details of construction as recommended by Penn- 
sylvania State College are given in the accompanying 
diagram. Reference is also made to the “Alcatraz 
Model” bull housing inexpensively re-modeled from an 
old building by an Indiana breeder, shown in another 
illustration. At Taycheedah, Wis., Industrial School for 
Women is an excellent arrangement, representing the 
last word in experience of the Wisconsin State Institu- 
tion Farms. The bull house contains two bull stalls, 
each 12’ 9”x12’ 6”, with manger and feeding rack in the 
corner, a manure door on the side for cleaning. An 
additional stall for a young bull is about 9’ square, as is 
the feed room in the other corner. All pens connect 
With an 8’ alley leading to the breeding chute. The 
Tuns for the older bulls are about 17’x40’. Old boiler 
flues are used for fencing with concrete posts. Detailed 
blueprints are available upon request to Holstein-Fries- 
- Association of America, Extension Service, Brattle- 
oro, Vt. 














Usually, particularly if southern exposure is possible, 
the door is left open the year round and may be omitted 


from the construction. It is desirable, however, to be 
able to confine the bull in the building for cleaning the 
yard, and in the yard when the shed is being cleaned. 
This can be done inexpensively by providing for bars 
across the doorway. The heavy iron loops (shown in 
Cornell diagram Figs. 1 & 2) may be made by a black- 
smith. They should be large enough to hold 2’’x6” 
bars, and be securely bolted to the frame of the building. 
Scrap iron ‘may be difficult to find right now (1942) 
but old automobile drive shafts or other stiff steel or 
iron may be used for this purpose if available. 
Increasingly popular is the self-closing, pivoting type 
of door. This is hung on tubing placed from 21” to 
28”’ from the top of the door, depending somewhat upon 
the size of the bull using it. The door has to be of 
good construction, of course, to stand the battering. 
Louden uses a 20 guage sheet metal door. A bar 
across the bottom can confine the bull either in or out. 


Inside Housing 

If the bull pen is located in the dairy barn, rather 
than a separate shed or bull barn, and the doorway is to 
be left open, it is evident that the bull stall will have to 
be shut off from the rest of the stable by a partition ex- 
tended all the way up to the ceiling. In order that the 
the rest of the stable may be kept warm, this partition 
should have two thicknesses of boards, with paper be- 
tween, or one thickness of %” boards and one thickness 
of 7/16” insulating board, just as if it were an outside 
wall. 


James and Louden Bull Housing Plans 

Through the courtesy of James Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Ft. Atkinson, Wis., and Louden Machinery Co., 
Fairfield, Iowa, well known makers of barn equipment, 
we are able to present the following information on bull 
pen and paddock arrangement, which they recommend. 

The Louden blue print shows the paddock arrange- 
ment at Maytag Dairy Farms. There are three pad- 
docks each 15’ wide by 61’ 6’’ long, the fence posts be- 
ing 6’ 10” apart. Across the end of the three paddocks 
is a passage 7’ wide, with a gate from each padock lead- 
ing into it. This passage leads to the breeding chute, 
of standard construction, which is located in one corner 
and thus available to all three bulls that would be us- 
ing these pens. The stalls in the bull barn are 14’x12’. 
The pivot type door is used, with the suspension 21” from 
the top. The James sketch, made especially for this 
presentation, will be of interest. 


Bull Exercisers 

In many cases, where room for large paddocks is not 
readily available or where it is preferred to handle the 
bulls more, (for showring training, etc.) exercise is pro- 
vided by means of a motor driven bull exerciser. The 
one in use in the U. 8S. Dairy Division Beltsville Station 
is shown in the illustration. These are normally avail- 
able from manufacturers specializing in this equipment.

dogs. He trains them in the ways they should go 

by devisings all his own. When a pup falls into 
the very bad habit of killing chickens, for example, 
Bill cures that. He ties one of the victims to the 
young dog’s collar. Where the pup goes, there goes the 
chicken also as an ever-present indictment. In the 
summer time, what the heat does to the constant re- 
minder of the slip from canine grace becomes a very 
strong indictment indeed. And the poor pup gains a 
lasting low opinion of the whole of chicken-kind. 

The stockyard bull is like that. He hangs on the 
neck of the cattle industry and hangs and hangs. And 
at no time is he an improvement in an olfactory way over 
the avian cure of Bill Griffith’s pup. In short, the 
whole stockyard bull proposition smells—and not as the 
rose.

A Definition 

Mr. Webster defines a stockyard as one where cattle 
and other animals are kept temporarily for slaughter. 
market or shipping. Away earlier in my book, 747 
pages nearer the photo of Noah on the frontispiece, the 
word b-u-l-l1 has several definitions, the first being, ‘‘a 
grotesque blunder in language.”’ That seems a crystal- 
clear deliniation of the stockyard bull, for in the lan- 
guage of the bovine world he’s tops as a grotesque blun- 
der. 

He has his good points, two at least. In the first 
place he is a sure-breeder—sure and prolific. No data 
anywhere faults him in that respect. He not only in- 
sures his own dubious qualities in the herd of his mis- 
guided owner but, given to travel and romance in other 
fields, he is frequently the sire of calves in neighboring 
herds. He is especially impartial to mates of pure line- 
age. He is a great multiplier. The trouble is the ans- 
wers are wrong. 

“Most Profitable!” 

On the testimony of Wisconsin’s Roy Harris in these 
columns a year ago, the stockyard bull is ‘‘one of the 
most profitable bulls you’ll find anywhere.” “But,” 
adds the veteran student of dairy production, ‘‘not to 
the man who uses him. To the user. he is a lia- 
bility and a handicap...... The peddler is the one 
who has a gold mine.”’ 

A word about the peddler of stockyard bulls. He 
owns a truck, has some business that takes him to farms, 
a glib tongue, a fertile imagination and a remarkable 
elasticity in his treatment of facts. Under the guise of 
befriending farmers and saving them money, he gains a 
handsome profit himself and puts in service bulls which 
tear down their owners economically, debauch the very 
idea of livestock improvement, and shame their users 
and the whole of agriculture. 

How the Scheme Works 

Here’s how the scheme works. The peddler picks up 
young bull calves in the stockyard, paying veal prices. 
He may have no information whatever about these waifs 
of cattledom, either with reference to their breeding, if 
any, or the health of the herds from which they are dis- 
cards. 

This is no handicap to the peddler. Once in his 
truck—‘‘presto, chango!’’—and the calves are ‘“‘practi- 
cally purebred and from some of the best cows in the 
country.”’ Farmers, persuaded against the ‘‘needless 
expense of registered bulls,’’ allow the peddler to leave 
the calves. The farmers raise the calves and use them 
a year or so when along comes the peddler and oblig- 
ingly exchanges a new calf for the two year old bull. 
The net result for the peddler is a trade of a 300 to 400 
lb. calf for a 1000 to 1200 lb. bull. At ten cents, that 
is the very comfortable difference of $70 to $80. 

Definite figures on what the use of these unknown 
bulls costs farmers are difficult to find. Men so indif- 
ferent about the future of their herds seldom keep re- 
cords of production. An estimate by Roy Harris, and 
no one’s judgement on the subject is better, gives even 
the unregistered purebred, a bull whose owner does not 
regard him highly enough to record him, a value 20 per 
cent above that of the peddler kind. It is not an unrea- 
sonable appraisal to give the registered bull a rating in 
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ability to transmit production 25 per cent higher than 
that of “unknowns” in breeding. That is, if heifers 
sired on farms “befriended’”’ by bull peddlers average 
200 lbs of butterfat, the daughters of a purebred should 
make 250 Ibs. At 50 cents a pound that’s $25 per 
year, each productive lactation of all the heifers sired in 
a herd. Any way you figure it, that indicates a rea] 
dollar difference. One Iowa herd where records were 
kept, supplies the following data: 8 cows with records 
averaging 10,711 lbs. milk, 353 lbs. fat, bred to a stock- 
yard bull dropped daughters whose average production 
was 7,982 lbs. milk, 239 lbs. fat. That is, the loaned 
bull reduced the milk flow 25 per cent and the yield of 
butterfat 32 per cent. Which, even in these days of 
high priced bulls, gives the escaped denizen of the stock- 
yard a pretty high though negative financial rating. 
Plenty of Peddler Bulls 

Dr. Leland W. Lamb writes in the American Dairy- 
man, “In many of our leading dairy states the stock- 
yard bull is on the increase. In many counties several 
hundred such bulls are putting their stamp of inferidr- 
ity on heifer calves.”’ 

Floyd Johnston of Iowa has records on a trucker 
operating out of Sioux City who at one time had 167 
bulls placed on farms for their keep. Also on one in 
Delaware County, Iowa, who had 89 growing up for him 
at farmer’s expense. 

In Indiana one trucker peddles bulls the whole length 
of the state, from the north line to the Ohio River, and 
has as many as 300 bologna bulls growing up on farms 
the peddler has ‘‘befriended.”’ 

C. B. Finley says the stockyard bull is ‘‘quite the 
thing’ in several Wisconsin counties where some truck- 
ers have placed up to 300 bulls. 

Ira Payne, as president of the Pure Bred Dairy Cat- 
tle Association, states that there are about 340,000 dairy 
herds of 11 or more cows in the country headed by bulls 
of doubtful or unknown origin or ancestry. In 
another dairying county there are more than 500 stock- 
yard bulls in service. 

That’s How It Is 

That’s how it is. Despite the fact that every edu- 
cational force in the country has campaigned incessantly 
for improved herds, there are still great numbers of men 
indifferent about the future of their herds. So indiffer- 
ent that they put in service the casual product of the 
stockyard—the discard from other herds. 

Evidently something more, or at least something dif- 
ferent, must be done to sell these cow owners on the dol- 
lar and cents value of purebred dairy bulls. 

Facts to Face 

Before we can do away with the stockyard bull prob- 
lem by making all traffic of dairy bred bulls into stock- 
yards one way journeys, there are several facts to look 
in the eye. One is that a stockyard bull’s low social 
rating comes from what he was when he was started to 
the meat block, not from the fact of his having been in 
a public market place. Another is the sad truth that 
very many of the best sires of all breeds have looked 
through the plank fence of the stockyards, only to have 
their daughters prove later that had these bulls been 
taken from the stockyards and kept in use as breeders 
the dairy industry might have benefited beyond measure. 

Incidentally, it may as well be recognized that there 
are men with whom quality dairy blood would be wasted. 
It takes a man of better than ordinary quality to be 
worthy of owning purebred livestock. 

Another thing. To root the stockyard bull idea 
out of dairy thinking requires selling purebreds s0 
strongly that farmers will not fall for the ‘‘something 
for nothing” arguments of bull peddlers. It’s hardly 
worthwhile to rail against purveyors of unpedigreed 
bulls. The better way is to outsell them. To do that 
requires bulls with the goods in the way of production 
prepotency. 

A Sticker 

When a prospective bull buyer agrees that it’s risky 
to buy from the discards in a stockyard and that the ped- 
dler is essentially a rooker, what can we offer as a guar-

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Feeding the Mature Herd Sire 


sue, we are summarizing the bull feeding ideas of 

our herdsman’s Advisory Committee published in 
the Herdsman’s Corner in the WORLD in October, 1940. 

All feeding of livestock is with a definite purpose. 
The dairy herd is fed for the most economical produc- 
tion. Calves are fed to make the best and most econom- 
ical growth and development. Fat stock is fed to make 
the most rapid and ecomomical gain in weight. The ob- 
jective in feeding the mature herd sire is to keep him in 
top breeding condition, and proper feeding is one of the 
most important factors in meeting this objective. The 
fat, paunchy, big-bellied bull is usually a slow breeder, 
if only because of the physical difficulty of mounting the 
cow; and the bull’s fertility is also greatly affected by the 
feed in his diet. 

Proper feeding of the aged bull requires good feeding 
judgement. The aged sire should be kept in good sleex 
condition, but hard and tough—no paunchiness, not too 
much fat, sound feet and legs. Every expert on the 
Advisory committee stressed the importance of watching 
the bull’s condition from day to day, cutting down on 
roughage when a tendency toward paunchiness appears, 
and feeding a ration concentrated enough and in amounts 
sufficient only to maintain medium body condition. 

Grain Feeding 

Most of our experts feed a balanced ration of around 
16% protein, the same feed that the milking cows are 
given. At Lauxmont the ration is based upon crushed 
oats, with bran, oil meal, corn meal and salt, with a 
scoop of soaked beet pulp added to increase palatibility. 
At Pabst Farms the grain mixture contains soybean oil 
meal, bran, ground oats, ground barley and ground corn. 
At Winterthur they feed a bull ration about one-third 
oats and the balance bran, hominy, oilmeal, ground alf- 
alfa and molasses. All feed quite liberally so long as 
the old fellow does not get fat. 

Feeding Roughage 

Most of the members of our Advisory Committee 
avoid feeding silage because they believe it has a ten- 
dency to make the bull slow and uncertain in breeding. 
Howard Clapp of Pabst Farms is a dissenter from this 
majority opinion, stating that there are no feeds which 
they particularly avoid as long as the quality is good. 
John Last of Milford Meadows Stock Farm feeds corn 
silage up to about 15 pounds a day, and Herb Miller of 
Ionia State Hospital, feeds a ‘“‘limited amount.’’ Wm. 
E. Reed of Winterthur Farms says that they never feed 
it, but admits that he doesn’t know why; while the others 
feel definitely that silage actually slows down the breed- 
ing bull. 

Another don’t, this one unanimous, is NO ALFALFA 
HAY. Use a mixed hay, say timothy and clover of 
good quality. Bright leafy, green-colored hay contains 
more of the vitamins and minerals that help to main- 
tain a bull‘s fertility. It is poor practice to feed the 
bull hay that the cows have left, both from the fertility 


B tne. we it is a timely topic for a Bull Bargain Is- 





and the disease-spreading standpoints. The amount of 
hay fed to the bull should be limited with an eye to the 
critter’s middle, which musn’t grow too deep. To stop 
that paunchiness, cut down on the hay and give him a 
little more grain. 

Pasture is the favorite bull feed of several of our ex- 
perts. John Last of Milford Meadows says, ‘‘There is 
no feed that will keep a bull in as good breeding condi- 
tion as allowing him to graze on good pasture. By 
means of an electric fence a two acre lot can be easily 
fenced and the bull can be controlled without any diffi- 
culty. He will need no other feed while the pasture is 
good.”’ Mr. Last kept one valuable old proven sire in 
active breeding condition by this method until well past 
the venerable age of 15. Vere Culver of Port Deposit, 
Md. is another pasture-for-bulls believer. He says that 
‘“‘no feed can excel good pasture for aged herd sires.’’ 
Several other experts recommended the feeding of green 
grass in season when pastures are not available. 


Other Feeding Ideas 

Mature bulls need plenty of fresh clean water. The 
suggestion is made, however, that if possible, the amount 
of drinking water should be controlled, and watering 
should be done AFTER the day’s breeding is over, to 
avoid slow-downs in the breeding chute due to a water- 
filled paunch. 

Minerals and vitamins, particularly Vitamin E, have 
an effect on fertility, and should be supplied in the ra- 
tion. Several members of our committee advised the 
feeding of wheat germ oil with the grain ration several 
times during the year, or at any time when the sire is in 
particularly heavy service. One recommended feeding 
sprouted oats during the winter months, and another has 
a commercial mineral-vitamin supplement as a part of 
the regular grain ration. Wm. Reed of Winterthur 
Farms, on the other hand, reported no noticeable results 
from feeding either grain sprouts or feeding or injecting 
wheat germ oil. The New Jersey Station confirms this 
view of sprouted oats, based on their records in artificial 
breeding associations. 


Mr. Culver made one especially interesting statement 
in his answers to our bull-feeding questions, as follows: 
“With two nationally famous bulls of two different 
breeds that had severe crampiness and rheumatism, I 
have known their trouble to be cleared through the feed- 
ing of about 8 pounds of dried molasses citrus pulp.’’ 

To sum it all up: Always feed your bull with an eye 
to his physical fitness. Keep him tough and hard, in 
medium flesh, and keep down that middle. Feed green 
grass, either as pasture or silage, whenever it is avail- 
able. Feed only top quality hay, avoiding alfalfa. 
Stay away from silage. Give your bull plenty of clean 
fresh water, preferably after his day’s work is done. 

Provide the old bull with room for exercise, keep 
him reasonably clean, feed him wisely—and you can ex- 
pect to keep him in active service to a ripe old age.

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Better Sires Make Better Herds 


Jay F. Bowlby, Shiawana Farm 

One of Michigan’s most consis- 
tent high producing herds is that of 
Jay F. Bowlby, Shiawana Farm, 
Ovid, Mich. In DHIA work this herd 
has been on continuous test for elev- 
en years, with an average of 445.7 
lbs fat on an average of 18.69 cows. 
The herd is now starting its seventh 
year on official Herd Test. The 1941 
figures are not yet available, but the 
five preceding years average 12,928 
lbs milk, 453.9 lbs fat. This was 
done practically all on 2X milking, 
with one 3X cow included during 
each of two years. 


Mr. Bowlby believes that the suc- 
cess of a breeding program is bal- 
anced with great transmitting fe- 
males as well as sires. A picture of 
two of his foundation cows is shown 
herewith. Both were star perform- 
ers in 7-day test back in the middle 
twenties. The white cow, Idlewild 
Johanna KorndykKke Weg, a grand- 
daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad, 
made 660.2 lbs milk, 34.09 lbs but- 
ter in 7 days. The other, Idlewild 
Colantha Segis Korndyke, made 
610.7 lbs milk, 30.04 lbs butter in 
7 days. A son of the first mentioned 
cow, Shiawana Sir Veeman Colantha, 
was the fourth highest index sire in 
Vol. 12 of the Red Book, his eleven 
daughters averaging 20,870 lbs milk, 
710 lbs fat on a mature B basis. 


Sires, however, were not neglected 
in the foundation of the herd. In 
1926, Mr. Bowlby purchased a 6- 
year-old bull, Duke Veeman Pontiac 
De Kol, whose dam, Florence Vee- 
man Pontiac, made two records 
above 1000 lbs fat. His twelve 
daughters averaged 16,870 lbs milk, 
617 lbs fat. This bull was followed 
by two sons of the cows illustrated 
(one of them the high index bull 
mentioned). Two bulls of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes breeding followed, 
both proved sires in the herd today. 
The greatest family group in the 








herd today comes from a daughter of 
one of the foundation cows sired by 
the high index son of the other. 


Sleepy Hollow 

The purebred Holstein herd of 
Sleepy Hollow Certified Milk Co., 
Petaluma, Calif., has recently com- 
pleted its fifth year on Herd Test 
with the extraordinary herd average 
of 559.1 lbs fat for 41 cows. Four- 
teen were milked twice daily, the 


balance three times. This is the fifth 
consecutive year this herd has main- 
tained an average above 500 lbs fat,

following three years preceding in 
DHIA with 500-lb averages. These 
figures speak volumes not alone for 
the producing ability of this herd, 
but also for its sound dairy manage- 
ment. 

Sleepy Hollow also maintains a 
large commercial herd of over 250 
grade cows and their average last 
year in DHIA was 414 lbs. The gen- 
eral average for the combined group 
—297 head—was 434 lbs., and they 
have a 10-year average of 418.1 lbs, 
with cows in milk running close to 
300 at all times. 


Roughage is mostly home grown,

oats and vetch for hay and silage, 
and corn for silage. A 16% ration 
is fed, averaging about 12 lbs per 
cow. Grain feeding is according to 
individual needs, and since this pol- 
icy has been followed average pro- 
duction has come up about 40 Ibs 
butterfat per cow per year, and has 
resulted in a saving of about 15% 
in the grain ration. 

The Sleepy Hollow Herd was 
started in 1905 and became nation- 
ally known as a Holstein breeding 
herd. After the death of the origi- 
nal owner, it was operated purely as 
a commercial dairy until about 1931, 
when 20 purebred Holsteins were 
secured in the dispersal of the A. 
W. Morris & Sons herd. They were 
bought primarily with the idea of 
raising better bulls for use in the 
commercial herd. Their production, 
however, was so outstanding that 
their numbers have been constantly 
increased. 

One great sire and an outstand- 
ing cow family have played a big 
part in the development of the pres- 
ent Sleepy Hollow herd. The cow, 
one of the original Morris selections, 
was Miss Colantha Korndyke Mead 
2d. As a 6-year-old, she became one 
of the first cows of the breed to ex- 
ceed 1,000 lbs fat in a year on 3X 
milking. Her figures were 1,002.8 
Ibs fat, 24,810.1 lbs milk, 4%. 
In eight lactations, she rang 
up a total of 6,219.4 Ibs fat. 
Valuable as a producer, she 
was even more outstanding as a 
brood cow. Twenty of the 41 cows 
in the herd this past year were her 
daughters, granddaughters and great 
granddaughters. One daughter, 
Sleepy Hollow Colantha Walker, 
made 906.7 lbs fat, 4%, on 3X milk- 
ing, and in five lactations produced 
4,258.3 lbs fat. This daughter in 
turn produced a daughter, Sleepy 
Hollow Rag Apple Colanthine, with 
836 lbs, 3.9%, as a 33-year-old in 3X 
milking. This was a record for three 
generations when made. The three 
cows have a total of 16 lactations av- 
eraging 801.6 lbs fat, most of them 
made in immature form. 


“Old Colantha”’ also dropped four 
sons which were retained for use in 
the herd, three of them being. still 
in service here. These are Sleepy 
Hollow Concola, by the proved bull, 
Pansco Consort Zozo; Sleepy Hollow 
Racola, by the old senior sire, 
Sleepy Hollow Montvic Chieftain, 
and Sleepy Hollow Supreme, by King 
Triune Supreme Ormsby, sensational 
proved sire of Freeman breeding in 
the Mendocino State Hospital herd. 
The oldest son, now passed on, was 
Lord Longheath Ormsby Katrina, 
and his 7 daughters had Mature B 
equivalent records averaging 670 lbs 
fat, 3.95%. There are now in the 
herd seven of his daughters, and 45 
daughters of all ages of the three 
younger sons, which are now in the 
process of being proven. They start 
out very promisingly. 

The foundation sire that has ex- 
erted such an influence on the herd 
was Sleepy Hollow Montvic Chief- 
tain, purchased as a calf from Mount 
Victoria Farms. He was a son of 














Montvic Chieftain out of one of the 
great 800-lb daughters of Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst. Twenty-one daugh- 
ters and granddaughters of this bull 
were in the herd this past year. He 
was used six years, passing out of 
service this past year. The last Red 
Book credits his whole list with an 
average of 745 lbs fat on a Mature 
B basis. 

Max Herzog, vice president and 
manager of Sleepy Hollow, is plac- 
ing emphasis in his breeding pro- 
gram on cows that not only can pro- 
duce well at their peak but that have 
the conformation and stamina to 
wear well. That he ig making prog- 
ress in this direction is demonstrated 
by the fact that there are 14 cows 
(over a third of the purebred milk- 
ing herd) that have completed a 
total of 67 lactations (nearly five 
each) with an actual average of 689.1 
lbs fat per cow for each lactation. 
Health protection is also a matter of 
serious importance in a herd of 
this size. Calfhood vaccination has 
been practised here for the past five 
years.

J. L. Boerger & Son 


J. L. Boerger & Son, Irwin, Ohio, 
have one of the few herds of any 
breed to make five consecutive year 
records each averaging over 500 lbs 
fat. Top figure was 600.4 lbs fat, 
17,511 lbs milk on 7 cows, all milked 
3 times daily. The last two years, 
550 and 501 lbs, were made with a 
large proportion of 2 and 3-year-old 
heifers. The Boergers started with 
purebreds 14 years ago, and have 
purchased all their herd sires, except 
the present sire. All the females 
are home raised. They have line 
bred to Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, 
National Grand Champion son of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, and

This one was named Wau- 
pun Tritomia Ormsby Lad, and he 
turned out to be a Gold Medal Sire 
in the Boerger herd. The third sire, 
Wisfob Tritomia Johanna Fryslan, 
was a double great grandson of Tri- 
tomia Pietertje Ormsby. He was 
rated Excellent for type and was giv- 
en a Bronze Medal rating. His 
daughters have helped make the re- 
cent high herd averages here, and 
have rendered a good account of 
themselves also at Ohio State Fair. 
This bull was lost last year from 
hardware. He was chosen as a 
young calf, not only because of his 
Tritomia breeding, but his dam, 
Queen Johanna Tritomia Pietertje, 
was one of the great show and record 
cows with the Wisconsin State Herd. 


This sire is being followed by one 
of his home-bred sons, out of an Ex- 
cellent daughter of the second Tri- 
tomia sire. This young bull is be- 
ing used on his half sisters. A young 
sire to follow him has recently been 
purchased, a son of Wisfob Tritomia 
Burke Pride, National Junior 
Champion in 1938. The Boergers 
are practical dairymen who have won 
high place in the business of breed- 
ing good Holsteins by careful selec- 
tion of sires in a well worked out 
line-breeding program.

H. A. Snyder & Son 


To very few breeders comes the 
distinction of breeding the leading 
sire in the annual Honor List of the 
Holstein - Friesian Association of 
America. H. A. Snyder, Loyalmeade 
Farm, Montoursville, Pa., had this 
happy experience in 1941, when 
Chief Piebe Ormsby Burke 444088 
was given the rating of leading Hon- 
or List Sire of the year. Mr. Snyder, 
a practical breeder and Master Farm- 
er, started breeding purebred Hol- 
steins in 1920, purchasing two cows 
from H. C. Gates, Canton, Pa. He 
evidently selected cows of real merit, 
and his success as a breeder has 
come from the use of their sons and 
grandsons. These cows were Crest- 
mont Henrietta Alcartra, a daughter 
of King Pontiac Alcartra Wayne, and 
Fairmont Duchess Ormsby, a daugh- 
ter of Pledge Spofford Calamity 
Paul, from a Duchess Ormsby bred

dam. Henrietta, who made a record 
of over 18,000 lbs milk and 650 lbs 
fat on 2X, was bred back to her own 
sire, and dropped a bull named King 
Pontiac Alcartra Wayne 21st. His 
daughters were very persistent, mak- 
ing records on 3X up to 20,000 lbs 
milk, and 750 lbs fat. 

Following him in the herd came 
King Ormsby Cryntje 344916, a son 
of King of the Ormsbys out of a 771- 
lb 4-year-old daughter of Pietertje 
Hengerveld Segis. He left but four 
daughters in the herd, but one of 
them, Loyalmeade Aaggie Ormsby, 
made a record of 25,996 lbs milk, 
919.9 lbs fat, which was a state rec- 
ord and fifth in the U. S. at the time. 
She was out of Crestmont Henrietta 
Aleartra, one of the original founda- 
tion cows. 


The other foundation cow, Fair- 
mont Duchess Ormsby, who had a 
daughter in the Gates herd that 


made 1017 lbs fat (one of the first 
of the breed) dropped a bull calf by 
King Ormsby Cryntje. He was nam- 
ed Chief Piebe Ormsby Burke 444- 
088, and spent his first 8 years at 
Loyalmeade. His daughters proved 
to be not only great milkers but 
tested very well. One of them, Loyal- 
meade Pearl Ormsby, made 817 lbs 
fat, 22,636 lbs milk, as a junior 4- 
year-old in Class B, ranking second 
in the U. S. at the time and still a 
Pennsylvania State record. His first 
13 daughters in DHIA averaged on 
2X milking, mature equivalent, 16- 
274 lbs milk, 3.78%, 615 lbs fat. 

This work attracted the attention 
of the USDA and after a coast-to- 
coast search for the right proved 
sire, he was purchased for their 
breeding program at Beltsville. Here 
he won the top Honor List ranking 
last year, and without any selection, 
his entire list of daughters set up an

figure of 19734 lbs milk, 4.04%, 792 
lbs fat. They are still doing business 
in the Beltsville herd. With the 
daughters of these sires in his herd, 
Mr. Snyder was consistently up near 
the top of the State in DHIA work 
for several years, once leading them 
all with a herd average of 547 lbs 
fat. 

With Chief Piebe Ormsby Burke 
gone, the problem was to find a suc- 
cessor to carry on. The first effort 
was a failure, both in type and pro- 
duction. Fortunately, this was 
promptly detected and the bull dis- 
carded. After experimenting with a 
few young bulls of his own breeding, 
Mr. Snyder then went out to look 
over the bulls he had sold as calves. 
As a result, he re-purchased a son 
of Chief out of a daughter of King 
Pontiac Alcartra Wayne, and he 
proved to be the answer. His daugh- 
ters are now producing from 350 to 
500 lbs fat as 2-year-olds on 2X 
work, with very pleasing type. This 
bull has now had to be passed by on 
account of sterility. 

In view if these results, it was 
logical for Mr. Snyder to seek an- 
other son of ‘Old Chief’’ from Belts- 
ville. One was found out of Line 
Pride Gerben Watson Bess (21,000 
lbs milk, 4.34%, 912 lbs fat) backed 
by five generations of proved sires. 
He was leased from Beltsville by the 
Lycoming County Bull Association, 
of which Mr. Snyder is now a mem- 
ber. Great things are expected of 
him. 

Mr. Snyder’s experience empha- 
sizes again that great sires come 
from great dams. The success of 
his breeding comes from the use of 
sons of two cows, both of which also 
proved their merit by producing 
daughters of unusual ability. 


A. S. Hallock 

Starting out ten years ago with 
limited capital but lots of cow sense, 
A. S. Hallock, Laceyville, Pa., has in 
ten years built a herd of purebred 
Holsteins that ranks with the leaders 
of the breed, and at the same time 
materially improved his financial 
condition. He has accomplished this 
by selecting the best bulls he could 
find, and by consistent testing for 
production. 

His start was modest, four cows 
from the Troy, Pa., Sale and a grade 
Holstein from a local Wyoming 
County herd. Five more purebred 
cows were purchased that fall. It

should be mentioned here that the 
grade cow produced 17,000 lbs of 
3.5% milk as a 4-year-old, and upon 
investigation it was found that her 
breeder had used 15 successive pure- 
bred Holstein bulls in his grade 
herd, which made her almost a pure 
bred herself. 

Hallock started his little herd in 
DHIA that first fall, and came 
through with a 400-lb herd average. 
For ten straight years now he has

505 lbs in 1940, and a 10-year aver- 
age of 444.9 lbs, all on 2X milking. 
Having been a former herdsman at 
Overbrook, he naturally turned to 
that herd for his herd sires, with 
Mark Keeney’s active cooperation. 
Suzone Sweet 617601, by Bell Farm 
Suzone and from a 500-lb King 
Sweet daughter, was the first selec- 
tion. His daughters averaged close 
to 400 lbs as 2-year-olds, and the 
five that were kept here until ma- 
ture all made over 500 Ibs. King 
Dandy Sweet 665641 came next, a 
son of North Star Jim Dandy out of 
Essex Speckled Sweet, a King Sweet 
daughter with a life record of 163,- 
877 lbs milk. The second dam, 
Speckled Segis, made a life record of 
178,172 lbs milk. His daughters 
milked about the same as the daugh- 
ters of his predecessor, but tested 
3.8%, an increase of three points 
over their dams. As part of the busi- 
ness of this farm is the selling of 
surplus registered animals as a cash 
crop, and buyers were particularly 
keen for these ‘‘Dandy”’ heifers, few 
of them stayed in the herd until ma- 
turity. They consistently made over 
400 lbs fat as 2-year-olds or senior 
yearlings. 

In 1937, Benton Farm, Columbia, 
N. J., bought the entire crop of 
calves and yearlings to start their 
purebred herd—a solid foundation 
for them which is now paying divi- 
dends with 500-lb 2-year-olds. Hal- 
lock took part of these proceeds and 
aded to his herd five more milking 
cows and a promising yearling heifer 
from the Troy Sale. They have done 
well.

During these ten years of herd 
building, Mr. Hallock has sold about 
40 females for breeding purposes, 
including the top cow at the Pennsyl- 
vania State Sale last fall. Others 
have made up to over 600 lbs in the 
hands of purchasers. 

In describing his program, Hal- 
lock writes, ‘‘Our cattle market of- 
ten being better than our milk mar- 
ket, we follow the practice of selling 
fall cows when the demand is best, 
and breeding our spring and winter 
heifers young, and breeding them 
back close, getting a large number 
of calves but short lactations on our 
heifers. We find, however, they have 
produced about the same amount of 
milk by the time they are mature. 
The herd is certified and accredited.”

John Mammoser 

The year 1934 was an eventful 
one for John Mammoser, Teutopolis, 
Ill. It was the bottom of the depres- 
sion, but to John it stands out as the 
year he started his herd in DHIA 
test—he bought a new herd sire. 
This was just a baby calf, at a price 
in keeping with the times, but well 
bred, tracing on both sides to famed 
National Grand Champion, Iowana 
Sir Ollie. He was registered as War- 
ford Dean Ormsby Watson 697174. 

The Mammoser herd did not cut 
much of a figure in the association 
that first year, averaging 6668.2 lbs 
milk, 238.4 lbs fat, but it was a 
start—and pleasingly, each year to 
date has recorded a substantial ad- 
vance in both milk and fat produc- 
tion. The second year’s average was 
256.6 lbs, and the third 272.8 lbs. 
The fourth year saw the average go 
over the 300-lb mark for the first 
time, with 302.7 lbs., indicating im- 
proved methods as a result of the 
testing program. 

Then in the fourth year, the 
daughters of the Warford bull began 
to make their contribution, and take 
an increasingly large part in the herd 
performance. That year the average 
went to 349 lbs fat, the next year to 
406.4 lbs and in 1940-41 hit the fine 
average of 447.6 lbs fat, 11,371 Ibs 
milk. In March 1941, nine members 
of the 12-cow herd were daughters of 
Warford Dean Ormsby Watson, and 
during that month they averaged 
1450 lbs milk, 58.3 lbs fat, the group 
ranging in age from 2 to 4% years. 
His oldest daughter has finished her 
third lactation with a total of 1517 
Ibs fat, 41,949 lbs milk for the three 
years. His proven sire record, issued 
by the USDA on his first five unse- 
lected daughters, gives him an index 
of 545 lbs, the daughters showing an 
improvement of 2944 lbs milk, 114 
lbs fat over their dams. Type as 
well as production was definitely im- 
proved. Who can say what this sire 
has been worth to John Mammoser? 


Bouic Brothers 

Highest averaging herd of its size 
in the two-time milking division of 
the Herd. Test for six consecutive 
years is that of Bouic Brothers, Hol- 
wyn Stock Farm, Marysville, Ohio. 
Their six-year average on 46 cows 18 
12,895 lbs milk, 446.7 lbs fat. And 
the trend upward. Last year, the

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Michigan's Baby Bull Calf Plan 


ICHIGAN is one State that is doing something con- 
M structive to checkmate the stock-yard bull racket. 

It was back in the fall of 1938 that ‘‘Ace”’ Baltzerv, 
Michigan State College Extension Dairyman, decided 
something had to be done about it. A survey in Lenawee 
County, one of the richest dairy counties of Michigan, 
revealed that there were 650 stock-yard bulls in use in 
dairy herds of this country, while at the same time many 
purebred dairy herds were vealing well bred calves for 
lack of a market. Looking over the records, ‘‘Ace’”’ 
found that there were 23 breeders in the county DHIA 
work using proved sires. He immediately, and upon 
short notice, arranged for a show in Adrian at which 
these breeders would exhibit the bull calves they had 
available. The breeders were enthusiastic and brought 
out 36 bull calves for display—-21 Holsteins, 8 Guern- 
seys and 7 Jerseys. General invitations were sent out 
for dairymen to attend the show. No animals were al- 
lowed to be sold at the exhibition. The calves were par- 
aded and Baltzer took two minutes on each to give a 
description of the backing of each calf and the herd from 
which it came. Every calf was from a dam with a record 
of at least 350 lbs fat and all were by proved sires. All 
were offered for sale at the owner’s farms, and a definite 
moderate schedule of prices was set up, varying with the 
age of the calf, dam’s record, etc. All were either regis- 
tered or eligible for registry. 


This show was held in October, and by the first of 
the following year every one of these calves had found 
a new home in Lenawee County. The show was repeated 
in 1939 and 1940, with the same results, but when it 
came to 1941 it was discovered that there weren’t any 
calves left available for exhibition. All had already been 
sold through the interest the project had generated 
among dairymen of the county. 


From this small beginning in one county, grew the 
Michigan Baby Bull Calf Program, sponsored by Michi- 
gan State College, which last year placed in dairymen’s 
herds a total of 975 baby bull calves, all from record 
dams and by proved sires. It is meeting the challenge of 
the ‘‘stock-yard bull’’ by offering something which 
dairymen recognize as vastly better, at prices they can 
afford to pay, and it is putting constructive salesman- 
ship behind the program that is getting results. 


Many agencies are enlisted in this educational pro- 
gram. In addition to the college extension staff, DHIA 
testers, vocational-ag instructors, 4-H club agents, 
breeders clubs and other interested agencies are making 
known to dairymen throughout the state the benefits of 
the Baby Bull Calf Program. The DHIA testers have 
been particularly helpful in contacting breeders in their 
Associations who have proved sires and high producing 
herds to secure the listing of desirable calves to be offer- 
ed in this program. At present about 200 breeders are 
enrolled in the program of supplying these calves. The 
names of these breeders are listed in a circular which is 
distributed by the College to the various cooperating 
agencies throughout the state. The agreement which 
these breeders sign reads as follows: 


Michigan Baby Bull Agreement 
“I subscribe to the baby dairy bull calf plan offered 
by the dairy department, Michigan State College. 
I will offer for sale such selected, birth reported, D. 


H. I. A. ear tagged bull calves at birth and later, accord- 
ing to the following uniform schedule of prices:

These calves will be eligible to registry, offered at my 
farm, and will be sired by proved sires or sires which will 
be proved and from cows under test in the ear tagging 
identification record program sponsored by the Michigan 
State College. It is understood the buyer will pay for 
registration and transfer if wanted. 

The calves will be of production dams making not 
less than 350 Ibs. butterfat annually, except that heifers 





just freshening as two-year-olds will be tested to deter- 
mine their ability. This farm follows a policy of not 
raising bulls from lower yielding cows. 

In return the dairy department at Michigan State Col- 
lege agrees to publish annually my name in the list of 
dairy breeders who are members of Michigan dairy herd 
improvement associations and who agree to this plan. 

This list will be placed by the dairy department, 
Michigan State College, with all county agricultural 
agents, district 4-H club leaders, cow testers, and others, 
to enable them to offer assistance in selecting baby dairy 
bull calves and place them in dairy herds composed chief- 
ly of grade dairy breeding.

It is recognized that the 1941 figure of 975 bulls 
placed is only a start on the potential annual market for 
bulls in Michigan. There are approximately 30,000 bulls 
in Michigan dairy herds, of which about 10,000 go to 
slaughter annually when about three years old. It is 
not anticipated or desired that this whole number be re- 
placed by baby bull calves under this plan. Many herds 
will require bulls whose records and backing will com- 
mand and justify prices far above this minimum scale. 
An increasingly large number of purebred breeders will 
be developed to step up into the production of seed stock. 
Greater use of desirable proved sires will be definitely 
encouraged. However, Baltzer does estimate that in an- 
other five years this program may with advantage to all 
concerned place as many as 2,500 bull calves annually. 
It is a worthwhile goal that will perform a great ser- 
vice to Michigan dairying, and incidentally meet the chal- 

lenge of the ‘‘stock-yard bull” with constantly increasing 
effectiveness.

The 100,000-Lb. Cows 


By M. B. Nichols 


One frequently hears the statement that 
Holstein calves are ‘“‘born to live.” That they 
are also born with the inherent ability to 
produce large yearly yields of milk and 
butterfat was early demonstrated by Colan- 
tha 4th’s Johanna 48577, who in 1907 as- 
tounded the dairy world with her record of 
27,432.5 lbs milk, 998.25 lbs fat. Since that 
time, 3,500 Holstein cows in this country 
have made official records in excess of 800 
Ibs butterfat and 9,954 have records above 
20,000 lbs milk in the Advanced Registry 
Division of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. 


A few years after Colantha 4th’s Johanna set 
her high mark, Tilly Alcartra 123459, start- 
ed her record making career. Under Ad- 
vanced Registry supervision, she became the 
first cow to produce over 30,000 lbs milk 
in a year, then came back with another rec- 
ord above 33,000 lbs to become the first cow 
with two 30,000-lb records or one above 
33.000 lbs; and her production continued, 
year after year until she became the first 
of the 200,000-lb cows of any breed. 


Today, a little more than 35 years since the 
birth of Tilly Alcartra, there are eight Hol- 
steins that have produced over 200,000 lbs 
milk in either Advanced Registry or Herd 
Test or a combination of the two forms of 
testing. These eight 200,000-lb cows are pic- 
tured on this and the opposite page with 
their official lifetime records given under 
their pictures. All told there are to date 555 
Holsteins officially credited in the United 
States with more than 100,000 lbs milk, of 
which 61 have exceeded 150,000 lbs—a 
striking demonstration of a living machine 
that has inherited the ability to stand heavy 
wear over a long span of years. 


Of these 555 cows that have produced over 
100,000 lbs, many are still living and increas- 
ing their life records. Others of course have 
been dead many years, in fact thirteen of 
them were born during the years from 1908 
to 1914 and have registration numbers under 
300,000. 


The 555 cows on the 100,000-Ib list were de- 
veloped in 37 states and the District of Col- 
umbia, with Michigan by far the leading 
state, having developed 131 of them or as 
many as the next three states combined. The 
following table shows the states from which 
came these 100,000-lb producers:

We like to think that the Bull Bargain Issue of 1941 
made some contributions to the success of that year in 
the industry. It was a Holstein year. And not the least 
of the interesting things in the record of 1941 was the 
fact that new buyers of Holsteins, as shown by Associa- 
tion records, increased by some 15% and numbered over 
14,000. Will 1942 better that record? We think so be- 
cause the tempo of activity will be stepped up in all pro- 
duction lines contributing to the war effort. Such an 
efficient dairy machine as the good Holstein cow will be 
in real demand. 

Adult Vaccination 
E wish more experimental work was being done 
W wit adult vaccination for Bang’s disease. Many 
practical veterinarians like Dr. Conn, Dr. Cleaves 
and others have used it for years in controlling trouble 
in herds, and they recommend it on the basis of their 
experience. 

No less an authority than Dr. 
made the statement that the nearer 
maturity at time of vaccination, the longer will the pro- 
tection last, and at the same time the longer is high 
titer likely to persist following vaccination. The calf- 
hood age of from 4 to 8 months is usually employed be- 
cause the animals are old enough to have fairly lasting 
protection from the vaccination, but are still youns 
enough to clear up on blood test by the time they reach 
breeding age, in most cases. 

Fundamentally, therefore, it is not sensible in many 
situations to consider vaccination of the adult members 
of a herd for the immediate protection it affords? 

The time is here when it is urgent that we revise 
some of our thinking and policies in the matter of Bang’s 
disease control. With our Nation at war and every 
pound of dairy production vitally needed, the idea of

the animal is to 











immediately slaughtering every cow that reacts to the 
blood test for Bang’s should be modified as rapidly as 
possible. Good cows should be preserved, and kept in 
production. Only those reactors that should be culled 
anyway should go to slaughter. 

We do not feel that the adoption of such a program 
would mean scrapping our present health programs or 
necessarily changing them too much. If a breeder with 
a certified herd had a blood reactor, she could be re- 
moved at once, not for slaughter, but to be vaccinated 
and sold into a herd with a status where she could go 
with reasonable safety. That would not be too difficult 
to arrange under present conditions. Perhaps such a 
program would be facilitated by a little less liberal scale 
of indemnities in some states, having the added ad- 
vantage of making present appropriations go farther in 
the job of control of Bang’s disease. We predict that a 
lot more is going to be heard about adult vaccination in 
the next few years. 


14,272 New Buyers in 1941 


HE year 1941 was a remarkable demonstration of 
T the keen interest in Holsteins throughout the count- 

ry, with 14,272 new buyers making their initial pur- 
chases of one or more registered animals. Compared with 
1940, when 12,368 new buyers came into the field, the 
past year shows an increase of 15.4 percent. These 
new buyers of the Black and White purchased 8,037 
males and 11,751 females, or a total of 19,788 animals. 
They cover a wide territory, including every state in the 
Union, and 62 hail from foreign countries, proof of the 
continued and ever-increasing popularity of the breed. 

New York State heads the list with 1,878 names of 
new buyers, and they purchased 2,944 animals; Wiscon- 
sin had 1,856 taking 2,327 animals; Pennsylvania 1,153 
accounting for 1,693 animals; Illinois 1,115 with 1,503 
purchases; Minnesota 1,067 and 1,342 animals; lowa 
1,006 new buyers taking 1,215 animals; Michigan 995 
new buyers of 1,355 animals, and Ohio 927 new buyers 
who purchased 1,434 animals. 

Other states with more than 100 new buyers of reg- 
istered Holsteins include California 521, Indiana 408, 
Kansas 393, Nebraska 328, Idaho 229, Maryland 222, 
Washington 186, Utah 168, Missouri 140, Vermont 110, 
Virginia 110, New Hampshire 107, South Dakota 104, 
and New Jersey 102. This makes a total of 22 states 
with more than 100 new buyers of Holstein cattle during 
the year; and in 28 states the combined purchases by 
new buyers exceeded 100 head. 


Molasses for Grass Silage 


NLESS there is a later change from present OPM 
U rulings on molasses, it is anticipated that dairy 

farmers will be able to secure what they need for 
grass silage operations this year. The late January order 
promised availability of the same amounts of feeding 
molasses and molasses for grass silage as were used in 
each quarter last year. 

We have felt that there might be quite a considerable 
increase in the amount of molasses grass silage put up 
this year on account of the labor shortage. Costs of 
harvesting are considered to be about the same as for 
corn silage, but with the plowing and cultivation expense 
eliminated. Better use of labor can usually be made, 
as the hazards of weather are largely eliminated, es- 
pecially in making first cutting alfalfa hay. 

It is doubtless good judgment to get orders in for 
your molasses requirements as soon as possible. Dairy- 
men who have not previously put up grass silage will do 
well to write their State Agricultural College for recom- 
mendations on methods.

OPPORTUNITY IS IMPORTANT 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read with pleasure the article ‘‘Burke Returns 
to Wisconsin” and also the information about his ac- 
complishments told in the Pabst Farms’ advertisement in 
the last issue of the World. The Holstein Breed is for- 
tunate to have such a prepotent sire and the State of 
Utah in particular is blessed in having so richly benefited 
by his influence. 


Not only is the Holstein Breed fortunate in having 
such a fine sire but they are blessed in having men that 
bred him and a man that developed him and gave him 
the opportunity to prove his worth. He could easily 
have been used where his abilities would never have 
been known. I think that it is only proper that we 
give some recognition and credit to some of these men. 


We should begin with the selection of Wisconsin 
Pinky by Nels R. Homer, then Herdsman .at the Utah 
State Industrial School.

Welfare. There was a time soon after Burke’s arriv- 
al in Utah when it was questioned that he was good 
enough to carry on after ‘“‘Pinky’’, but Mr. Householder 
said that as he grew older he would improve. Burke” 
has not only vindicated this statement of Mr. House- 
holders’, but has also proved that Glen knew his cattle. 
There are others that had a hand in the breeding of 
Burke and they should have credit for it, even though 
I don’t personally know of them.

A PROTEST AGAINST THINGS TO COME 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have just received January 25 issue of the World, 
and I have read with interest the letter of your corres- 
pondent Mr. T. L. Richmond, of Riverside, Cal. I can 
not but feel amazed that Mr. Richmond calls for a Gov- 
ernment control of milk production, or at least he thinks 
such a control should be established. The trouble is we 
have far too much Government control now, and from 
day to day this control will increase so that by the 
conclusion of the war everything will be controlled even 
your private life. If it is of any consolation to Mr. Rich- 
mond, I may reasonably predict that he will get his 
Government milk production control, but he will, in- 
deed, be a lucky man if he still privately owns his own 
herd. We are being regimented as rapidly as it is safe 
to carry out that plan without attracting too much at- 
tention, and many of our citizens are unable at this 
time to see beyond their own noses, yet, the surgical 
operation is being carried out under their very eyes. 
Perhaps the news is slow in reaching our good folks out 
in California, but the whole world is being Sovietized, 
and with it will come the Government milk production 
control, but not as Mr. Richmond may have in mind, but 
under the regimentation plan a similar set up has exist- 
ed in Russia for the past fifteen years. Owned and oper- 
ated by the Government, which as we know has done 
away with individual ownership. There are some great 
surprises in store for us, great political, economic and 
social upheavals of which we never dreamed. There are 
some dissenters in England and in the United States, but 
they are so fearful of expressing their opinions we never 
hear so much as a squawk from them, and yet men who 
have threatened the overthrow of this Government, the 
best in the world, receive a far greater measure of pro- 
tection than those that find no fault with our form of 
Government. If those who exercise the powers of Gov- 
ernment at Washington find it necessary to make the 
whole nation eat oleomargarine there is nothing to stop 
them, and if we now take the trouble to look about in 
any store you will find for every pound of butter a 
hundred pounds of oleomargarine on sale. This will 
solve the dairy problem according to these engaged in 
the manufacture of oleomargarine. That the dairymen 
and the breeders of dairy cattle are faced with a serious 
situation would be foolish to deny. With the induction 
of herdsmen, testers, milkers and farm help into the 
army the whole scheme of the dairy industry must be 
widely affected by such withdrawals taking place all 
over the country. Coming events cast their shadows be- 
fore them, and while the World is no political medium 
let us not forget that the political, economic and the 
social upheavals have a potential bearing as it effects 
us as breeders and dairymen. There is little that we can 
do or possibly say to advert the metamorphosis that is 
about to change our way of life as we have known it for 
many years, and with a lot of Congressmen too busy 
voting for their own pensions the people are left with- 
out the slightest pretense to representation at Washing- 
ton. There is an element at work within our land that 
is too awful to contemplate and it will be our own fault 
if we sacrifice our form of Government by our failure 
to express our opinion to oppose any element who con- 
template displacing it for some other form. I am one 
hundred per cent for the United States, but I am luke 
warm to any regimentation as it is practised in Soviet 
Russia under the Hammer and Sickle.

“The foes at home are 
the only ones I realy fear,’’ once wrote Hamilton. May 
I express the hope that the day will never come when 
our studs, herds and flocks shall ever come under the 
control of regimentation and individual ownership, lib- 
erty and freedom will continue to thrive now, and in 
the future, as it has in the past.

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Overbrook’s Fifty 100,000-lb. Cows 


In response to our editorial re- 
quest for pictures of 100,000-Ib 
producers, that good cooperator, 
Mark Keeney, sends us pictures of 
forty of the fifty such cows that have 
been developed at Overbrook since 
that day, almost 19 years ago, that 
the Freeholders of Essex County, 
New Jersey brought Mark to their 
County Hospital and entrusted him 
with the job of founding and devel- 
oping a Holstein herd there. During 
these 19 years, in which the herd 
has been built up to better than 80 
milking cows, every milking of every 
cow has been weighed and recorded 
and Mark has books on file in which 
he has entered the calendar year 
production, year after year of every 
cow that has ever been a member of 
the herd. From these books he has 
furnished us with the figures for the 
life production to date of each of the 
Overbrook cows that have exceeded 
a total of 100,000 lbs milk to date. 


For the first ten years of Over- 
brook’s history they carried on an 
ambitious program of Advanced 
Registery testing but of course every 
cOw was not on test every year. At 
the start of 1933 the herd was enter- 
ed in Herd Improvement Registery. 
All production since that date of 
course is official. Life records start- 


ed previous to 1933 are of course 
partly unofficial and will not cor- 
respond exactly with official figures 
announced for the same cows as 
compiled from the herd records. It

should be borne in mind that the fig- 
ures used in this story are Mark 


Keeney’s figures rather than the As- 
sociation’s. 


Heading the list of Essex Susie 
Sweet, credited with 216,195 lbs 
milk in the early months of her 11th 
lactation, and still climbing toward 
new heights. Her picture appears 
elsewhere in this issue, illustrating 
Nick’s story of the 100,000-lb cows. 
In second place and rapidly ap- 
proaching the 200,000-lb mark is 
Essex Suzone April Belle, now in her 
ninth lactation and credited with 
199,886 lbs milk. A third Overbrook 
cow over 190,000 lbs is Essex River- 
side Belle Sweet with 195,058 lbs. 
She has now passed out of the pic- 
ture and will never become a 200,- 
000-lb cow. 


Seven more members or former 
members of the herd have life rec- 
ords from 158,000 to over 180,000 
lbs, several of these still in produc- 
tion. The entire fifty cows have pro- 
duced a total of 6,537,312 lbs milk 
which at $2.50 per hundred would be 
worth $163,432.80, or an average 
per cow of $3,268.65 for the value of 
her lifetime production of milk. 


No less than 37 of these fifty cows 
were bred at Overbrook and the 
other thirteen were early founda- 
tion cows as no new females have 
been purchased in many years.

Hales moved to the present farm at 
Amarillo which consisted of 80 acres 
then, and started raising a family of 
six boys and four girls, all living to- 
day.

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of Holsteins. This business enabled 
them to enlarge the farm from 80 
acres to 320 acres, and start the 
long process of sending their chil- 
dren to college. One son, H. B., Jr., 
finishes Texas A. & M. this spring, 
majoring in Dairy Production, and 
with a desire to return to the home 
farm and breed Holsteins. Joe went 
to Texas A. & M. one year, and now 
is staying at home to help combat the 
labor situation. Three more boys in 
high school makes the labor situation 
more promising in the future than 
is the case on most farms. Each of 
these boys and girls, too, have re- 
ceived a registered Holstein heifer 
at the time they complete high 
school. All the Hales family intend 
to attend and finish college—a 
worthy ambition—and as H. B. 
proudly says, ‘“‘Holsteins will put 
them through.”’ 


The first registered Holstein bull 
used on the farm was purchased in 
1927 from C. EB. Griffith, Big Cabin, 
Okla., and started the list of seven 
sires, purchased from Mount Riga. 
This bull, Mt. Riga Nudine Piebe Lad 
536114, was followed in succeeding 
years by Mt. Riga Colantha Home- 
stead 676734, Segis Sir Hazel 716- 
991, Hales Sir Hazel Pride 800554, 
and Mt. Riga Sir Hazel 604549, Re- 
serve All-American in 1930. 


The present herd sire is Mt. Riga 
Inka Prince 769806, a son of Carna- 
tion Supreme, out of the grand old 
Griffith cow, Mosel Princess Ormsby 
Longfield 1246606, with 17,321 lbs 
milk, 3.5%, 629 lbs fat at 7 years 
in Class C. Hales bought this cow at 
the Griffith Dispersal and is slowly 
building his herd from descendants 
of old Mosel and her son. 


The first cow, Holtex Hartog Ele- 
zereve 738852, was purchased in 
1928, and this started the years of 
exhibiting Holsteins at state fairs 
which has earned for the Hales the 
reputation of one of the _ breed’s 
greatest boosters of the Southwest. 

Probably no man in Oklahoma, 
Texas and Louisiana where H. B. 
has been exhibiting each year with- 
out fail, has stood in the aisle and 
preached the gospel of the Holstein 
cow to people as they slowly migrate 
through the barn. This enthusiasm 
for the Black and White cow has de- 
veloped a herd of 50 registered cows, 
has installed an irrigation well on 
the 320-acre farm that now enables 
the Hales to feed alfalfa hay plus 
abundant crops of sorghum for si- 
lage. It has enabled this man to sell 
breeding stock to 150 people that H. 
B. can account for accurately in New 
Mexico, Texas, Louisiana and Okla- 
homa. Hales has served as presi- 
dent of the Texas Holstein Associa- 
tion. 

Milk from the herd, which repre- 
sents 50% of the farm income, goes 
to Amarillo as Grade A. Plans are 
under way to classify the herd this 
spring.

THE DAIRY SITUATION 
Summary 


Production of milk and of most 
manufactured dairy products is ex- 
pected to be larger this year than in 
1941, but the increase in milk pro- 
duction so far in 1942 has been con- 
siderably less than that needed to 
meet the 1942 goals. Butter produc- 
tion during the next several months 
may continue somewhat smaller than 
in the corresponding months of 1941, 
but stocks may continue larger. Gov- 
ernment purchases of cheese, evapor- 
ated milk, and dry skim milk for ex- 
port under the lend-lease program 
probably will continue to absorb a 
large part of the increased produc- 
tion of these products. 


If butter prices follow a normal 
seasonal trend during 1942, prices 
will be somewhat lower during the 
summer than they were in the sum- 
mer of 1941. However, for the year 
as a whole prices may average higher 
than in 1942 since the effect of in- 
creased consumer incomes on prices 
may more than offset the effect of 
the expected larger production. 
Largely as a result of the rise in 
feed prices butterfat-feed price ratios 
Probably will continue less favorable

for milk producers during at least 
the first half of 1942 than they were 
a year earlier. The ratio of prices 
paid by condensaries for milk to 
feed-grain prices also may be less 
favorable. 

Total milk production on Febru- 
ary 1 was 4 per cent larger than on 
the same date in 1941 but milk pro- 
duction per cow was less than 1 per 
cent larger. Partly as a result of the 
continued diversion of milk from 
butter, the production of evaporated 
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milk in December was 93 per cent 
larger than a year earlier and cheese 
production was 51 per cent larger. 
Butter production, on the other 
hand, was 7 per cent smaller. Dur- 
ing recent weeks, butter production 
has been running 9 to 16 per cent 
below a year earlier. 

Government purchases of cheese, 
evaporated milk, and dry skim milk 
in January were larger than in any 
other month since the expanded pur- 
chase program began.

One of the Association projects 
that we are working on this spring ig 
Herd Classification, with particular 
emphasis on the Area or Group Plan. 
We have several clubs that are now 
working on this project. I would 
be glad to hear from all breeders 
who are thinking about classification 
and work with them in getting to- 
gether a group of herds numbering 
not less than 225 animals to be clags- 
ified within a reasonable area and to 
be done within a weeks time. There 
is a lot of value in official classifica- 
tion. Lets put our State herds on 
the map by having them officially 
classified under the group plan at 
one dollar per head.

NEW YORK DHIA REPORT 

The 20-cow herd of Alan Hand, 
Washington County, led the state 
for the month of January with a 
60.8-lb fat average. Production was 
higher than usual, with a total of 13 
herds averaging 50 lbs of fat or more 
per cow. The following registered 
Holstein herds were in this produc-

Udder trouble took 1465, 
abortion, 66, sterility, 81 and 116 
were sold for ‘‘dairy purposes.”’

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
We received the 1941 All-American Calendar a few 
days ago and want to thank you for remembering us. 


We always appreciate having it to display in our little 
office. 


We are starting our 14th year in HIR work and 
see no reason why we can’t expect another 400-lb fat 
year. As you already know, we are well out in front 
as the leading Class C herd for continuous testing and 
as we have followed, and firmly believe in, the prin- 
ciple of feeding only farm grown feeds, we can’t help 
but wonder why the great majority of breeders and 
practically all authorities on feeding still recommend 
so much protein. 

Morrison’s “Feeds and Feeding’ is considered 
authority by almost everyone, still they go right on 








buying a lot of high-powered feed ‘to balance the ra- 
tion.’ We have followed “Feeds & Feeding’ for 
twenty years and are satisfied that by feeding up to 
the maximum recommended there is nothing to be 
gained by a lot of extra protein (with the exception of 
a lot of udder and breeding trouble.) So much more 
depends on the quality of the hay, silage or pasture 


than anything else that it seems too bad that more 
breeders don’t realize this. 


At the close of a very enjoyable day, Mrs. Ramsay 
and myself spent visiting a large number of good herds 
in southern Wisconsin in company with Mr. and Mrs. 
Baltz Hoesly not long before his death, I asked him 
how he fed his cows. I was not surprised to learn that 
he was just as firm a believer in good alfalfa, hay, corn 
silage put up at the proper stage; good pasture and 


just plain ground corn and oats or bran for grain as 
we are.

Peerless. His seven nearest dams 
have records averaging 996 lbs fat in 
Class A. Interestingly, Mr. Behn is 
building for the future with three 
young sons of Carnation Illustrator 
that are being grown up for later 
use. They are out of Rose Harbor 
Adalhia and her daughters, Faith 
and Hope. The future of this herd 
through intelligent selection of sires 
is very bright.

Registry. All other requirements 
had previously been met. 

Perhaps the herd sire which has 
had the most influence on the herd 
from a production standpoint is the 
nine-year-old bull Diehl Rag Apple 
Cornucopia Lad 680873 rated ‘Ex- 
cellent’”’ in type. The first five daugh- 
ters of this old bull, all as two-year- 
olds, produced an average of nearly 
90 lbs of fat more than their dams, 
or in other words, the dams aver- 
aged 372 lbs fat with a 3.6% test 
and the daughters 462 lbs fat with 
a 3.78% test. The highest daughter 
made 582 lbs fat as a two-year-old. 
All records are made on twice-a-day 
milking. Several of these heifers 
as three-year-olds have topped the 
500-lb mark. Just to name a few: 
Wooddell Clothilde Aaggie Lad 
599.8 lbs, Wooddell Maid Star Joe 
Lad 518.7 lbs, Wooddell Maud Echo 
Ropplawn Lad 543.9 lbs. The high- 
est record daughter is Wooddell 
Clothilde Aaggie Lad with a record 
(“B’”’) of 20,228.7 lbs milk, 4.1% 
and 837.1 lbs fat made as a four- 
year-old. The Class C index of the 
“Diehl’’ bull as listed in the HIR 
proven sire list is 14,340 lbs milk, 
3.9% and 559 lbs fat.

on twice-a-day milking. For the 
past HIR testing year the average 
was 11,529 lbs milk, 3.6% and 414.3 
lbs fat for 18 cows with an average 
lactation of 309 days. 1941 DHIA 
shows 12,779 lbs milk, 456.1—24% 
cow years. 

The feeding program for this herd 
is interesting. For many years every 
pound of feed consumed by the herd 
has been raised on the farm. Rough- 
age consists of pasture and good 
quality alfalfa hay. The grain mix- 
ture is made up of ground ear corn, 
ground oats, ground soybeans. This 
grain is fed according to milk flow, 
but never over 14 lbs per day per 
cow. 


Just a word about Harry Wood 
himself. He is a practical dairyman 
down in the heart of the Illinois 
corn belt where dairying is the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. He 
has built up a good retail milk busi- 
ness in Delavan which has added 
greatly to the farm income. Ever 
since the Illinois Holstein-Friesian 
Association was organized in 1917 
Mr. Wood has served as a director. 
All through the trying times of the 
depression he was one of the few 
‘‘wheel-horses’’ who helped the or- 
ganization over the rough spots. 


























Fred Liebers, Nebraska 

An excellent example of what can 
pe accomplished by using good pure 
pred Holstein bulls in a grade hera 
is demonstrated in the herd of Mr. 
Fred Liebers who farms at Bennet, 
Nebraska, which is only fifteen miles 
from the State Capitol at Lincoln, 
Nebraska. Mr. Liebers farms 160 
acres and this is a small farm for 
Nebraska. All records are made on 
twice a day milking with ordinary 
farm care. Economical production 
by using large amounts amounts of 
roughage available is important in 
this herd. The fact that these cows 
are grades and that Mr. Liebers 
makes a good living from these cows 
indicates that they are not kept as a 
hobby. 

Mr. Liebers has also demonstrated 
that grade Holsteins can be bred for 
high tests without sacrificing milk 
production. The original bull upon 
which this herd was founded was 
Lawnwood K.P.K. Matador 551946. 
This bull was bred by Woodlawn 
Dairy at Lincoln, Nebraska. He made 
the following record in Mr. Lieber’s 
herd. All records corrected to Class 
C, maturity, 305 days.

This bull was sired by a proven 
bull, U Neb Matador Quantity 
447735 who raised the production

ters. The dam of this Quantity bull 
was LaVertex Quantity of U Neb 
302952, the cow at the University of 
Nebraska that held the world’s life- 
time milk record and the U. S. but- 
terfat record for many years. The 
lower side of this bull’s pedigree was 
good and his dam has 735 lbs of but- 
terfat. Since this original Wood- 
lawn bull was used in Mr. Lieber’s 
herd he has used four Woodlawn 
bulls. The 10 year average of this 
herd of 11 cows is 11,050 lbs of 
milk, 448 lbs of butterfat, with an 
average of 4.05 per cent test. The 
bulls have been selected for high 
test and during a 10-year period the 
test has increased from 3.46 to 4.20 
per cent. During the past three 
years the herd has averaged over 
four per cent and for the past two 
years it has been 4.20 per cent each 
year. The first bull listed above in- 
creased the amount of milk and 
those following him increased the 
‘est without any decrease in the 
amount of milk produced. Mr. Lie- 
ber’s current herd average of 11,710 
lbs milk, 4.21%, 493.5 lbs fat lead 
the state this past year for herds of 
10 to 20 cows, and earned him a gold 
medal in recognition.

O. M. Sletta 

Oscar Sletta, Madelia, Minn., be- 
gan dairying about 25 years ago 
with a herd of grade Holsteins. In 
1927, he made a start with pure- 
breds, purchasing three cows of 
Ormsby Sensation breeding. His 
present purebred herd of over 20 fe- 
males is all descended from these 
three original cows. In 1928, Mr. 
Sletta started keeping records of 
production through the Watonwan 
CTA, and has been at it ever since. 
Only once, in 1934, did the herd av- 
erage fall under 400 lbs, and his 
12-year average is 440.2 lbs fat, 
3.68%, 12,115 lbs milk. The last 
three years have averaged 468 lbs 
fat, 13,181 lbs milk. As he started 
with an average of 12,176 lbs milk 
and 438.4 lbs fat, it was a real prob- 
lem to find sires that would even 
hold this high level of production. 
It was all done on 2X milking. 

Mr. Sletta has stuck close on Car- 
nation breeding. The first Carnation 
bull was Carnation Ormsby Bonnell 
641227, a son of Matador Segis 
Ormsby from a Sir Inka May dam. 
The last Red Book shows eight dau- 
ghters with a Mature B basis aver- 
age of 17,140 lbs milk, 3.67%, 629 
lbs fat. 

The second sire was Carnation 
Chieftain Sir Bessie 697637, a son 
of Carnation Chieftain out of an 880- 
lb daughter of Sir Inka May, next 
dam by Matador Segis Ormsby. His 
six tested daughters have an aver- 
age (Mature B basis) of 18,390 lbs 
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milk, 3.3%, 607 lbs fat. These rec- 


ords are made under ordinary farm 
conditions. 


In 1938, Mr. Sletta and three of 
his neighbors organized a bull ring, 
known as the Sletta-Lien-Shellum- 
Schwingler Holstein Bull Ring. They 
jointly bought four Carnation bulls, 
which are used in rotation in each 
herd, the bulls being moved every 
two years. Here are the sires they 
are using: 

Carnation Peerless Fayne of Posch 
705151, a son of Carnation Peerless 
from a 1,038-lb daughter of Mata- 
dor Segis Ormsby. His first eight 
daughters have an average of 15,610 
ibs milk, 3.68%, 574 lbs fat. 


Sir Inka May 54th 729184, a son 
of Sir Inka May from a great brood 
cow with two daughters averaging 
over 1,000 lbs fat. 


Carnation Imperial Producer 
754861, a son of Carnation Governor 
Imperial from a 1,015-lb, 4.1% 
daughter of Carnation Peerless. 

Carnation Majesty 771582, a son 
of Governor of Carnation from a 
608-lb, 3.9% 2-year-old daughter of 
Matador Segis Ormsby. 

A fifth bull has just been added, a 
son of Carnation Renown, from a 
2-year-old daughter of Governor of 
Carnation; the next dam a 1,140-lb, 
3.8% daughter of Matador Segis 
Ormsby. 

Study of these pedigrees reveals a 
carefully thought-out plan of line- 
breeding that should bear rich fruit 
for these progressive Minnesota 
breeders in the years to come. 


Henry E. Lippman 

Henry E. Lippman, Gibbon, Minn., 
starting with a good grade herd, has 
now completed the shift to 100% 
pure bred Holsteins. Most of the 
present pure bred herd has been 
raised from a-few cows purchased 
during the past dozen years. Con- 
tinuous testing has been a corner- 
stone in the development of this 
herd. Starting in 1929, the herd of 
14 grade cows made the creditable 
average of 10,924 lbs milk, 354.4 
lbs fat. The past three years have 
all been above the 400-lb mark, and 
12,000 lbs milk, averaging 421.2 lbs 
fat, 12,616 lbs milk. The grand 
average for the 13 years is 375.6 lbs, 
demonstrating high consistent pro- 
duction—and ae distinct upward 
trend as the herd got onto a com- 
plete pure bred basis. Mr. Lippman 
writes that the sire which did the 
most for him was the bull, Man-O- 
War Imperial 717303, a son of Man- 
O-War Return out of a daughter of 
Empire Ormsby Alma (1,118 lbs at 
4 years). The first eleven daughters 
of Imperial averaged 349 lbs fat, on 
2X milking. And they were good 
enough so that a son, Man-O-War 
Imperial 2d, has been retained for 
use, out of a cow in the herd that 
has averaged 504 Ibs fat for six 
lactations. 

Mr. Lippman is a member of the 
Lippman-Koecher-Steinke-Dietz Hol- 
stein Bull Association, a sound form 
of bull club that permits use of bet- 
ter bulls at lower cost. 





Middleton Brothers 
A 21 year average of over 400 lbs 
fat in CTA is a record few herds can 
boast. Middleton Bros., Horse Pen 
Farm, Herndon, Va., have accom- 
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plished it and should be accordingly 
congratulated. This farm has been 
in the Middleton family for 70 years, 
and the present operators are the 
third generation. Their father, Ben 
Middleton, in 1898, started shipping 
milk in a small way to the Washing- 
ton market. At first fresh cows were 
purchased and sold for beef when 
milked out, but changing conditions 
eventually indicated the desirability 
of breeding and raising dairy re- 
placements. Progress in selection 
was not very rapid, however, until 
1921 when the herd was entered in 
the Fairfax CTA. They have been 
members continuously to date. That 
first year, the herd of grade Hol- 
steins made an average of 8,448 lbs 
milk, 328 lbs fat. The second year 
they increased to 337 Ibs. Then 
some culling was done and a group 
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of pure bred Holstein heifers pur- 
chased. They were by a proved sire 
and selected from high testing dams. 
The effect on the herd average was 
rather immediate, the next figures 
being 10,962 lbs milk, 432 lbs fat. 
They have held consistently over the 
400-lb mark, the 1941 figures being 
11,730 lbs milk, 469 lbs fat. Some 
of the pure breds have also been car- 
ried in AR test, and two records 
above 800 lbs fat completed. They 
have followed the practice of trying 
out and proving sires of their own 
breeding, with results that are re- 
flected in the production figures 
quoted above.

Farm and Home Week. Calfhood 
vaccination came in for a serious 
discussion. Secretary Jack Rey. 
nolds summed it up in the statement 
that ‘‘generally speaking, our Hol. 
stein breeders who have accredited 
herds feel very strongly that they 
should be allowed to practice cajf- 
hood vaccination. In the past the 
State Department of Agriculture has 
been reluctant to issue permits for 
calfhood vaccination in accredited 
herds, but they would issue such per- 
mits in the case of an infected herd.” 

The following resolution was 
adopted: “That the Holstein-Fries- 
ian breeders of Wisconsin recom- 
mend to the State Department Agri- 
culture that they may vaccinate if 
and when they care to, and that all 
vaccines be registered with the De- 
partment of Agriculture and be ad- 
ministered by a bona fide veterinar- 
ian.”’ 

The State Veterinary Advisory 
Committee which by and large di- 
rects the policies of the Department 
of Agriculture, passed these resolu- 
tions on the same day: 

“That the calfhood vaccination 
program be liberalized to permit 
vaccination in clean and accredited 
herds and where this is practiced, 
the calves must be kept separate 
until they have passed two clean 
tests, and should they be allowed to 
mingle with the rest of the herd, this 
certificate must be surrendered.” 

There is considerable bootleg, or 
lay vaccination carried on in Wiscon- 
sin to date, due to former official 
disapproval of it. A sound system 
under state control and official iden- 
tification will bring more satisfac- 
tory results. 





DAIRY FARMERS UNION 
MEMBERS PLEASE 
NOTE 

In the Binghamton Press appeared 
the following Associated Press dis- 
patch: 

Cortland, N. Y., Feb. 16—Mem- 
bers of the Steel Workers Organiz- 
ing Committee (C.I1.0.) in Cortland 
had taken the initiative today when 
they announced a milk holiday to 
protest against a rise in retail milk 
prices. 

A resolution adopted by Local 
2371, claiming 1,000 members, read 
in part, ‘“‘We cannot see the neces- 
sity of the increased cost and we, 
the members of the local, hereby 
declare a one-day milk holiday out 
of each week to begin Feb. 23, to 
increase one day each week until 
the price to the consumer is re- 
duced.’’ , 

The statement goes on to say that 
effort is being made to get other 
labor groups in Cortland to join the 
protest.

Popularity of Herd Classification, 
or “Selective Registration” as re- 
named by vote of the Board of Direc- 
tors at the November meeting, has 
increased rapidly during the past 
three years and more animals were 
inspected during 1941 than in any 
previous year in the history of this 
program. During 1939, we inspect- 
ed and classified 22 herds with a to- 
tal of 730 animals; during 1940 
there were 54 herds including 1,403 
animals classified; and the figures 
for 1941 jumped to 102 herds and 
2,673 animals. The previous high 
mark was set in 1929, the first year 
of the classification program, with 
66 herds and 1,925 animals classi- 
fied; but that was a boom year. 
Then followed the depression years 
and Herd Classification all but faded 
from the picture. We inspected 
only three herds in 1932, five in ’33, 
two in ’34, and eight in ’35. As 
the industry came back, interest in 
classification improved, with 1941 
exceeding all previous years, and we 
expect to set new high records in 
1942.

Several factors have contributed to 
the recent growth of this program, 
and in analyzing the situation we 
would credit the marked improve- 
ment in the Holstein-Friesian cattle 
breeding industry throughout the 
country as the factor of prime im- 
portance. The demand for high 
class foundation stock has increased 
steadily during the past three years, 
and registrations during that period 
totaled 334,000 head, a gain of 40 
percent over the previous three-year 
period. Transfers jumped from 
40,873 in 1939 to 51,414 in 1940 and 
58,380 in 1941, another measure of 
increased activity within the in- 
dustry; and it is safe to credit the 
Major part of this growth in Herd 
Classification to better business con- 
ditions.

The second factor in this rapid 
growth of the classification program 
is the featuring of herd classification 
demonstrations in the extension pro- 
gram. Many field days and com- 
munity gatherings have been built 
around these demonstrations of herd 
classification during the past few 
years with the result that breeders 
in those communities have learned 
about classification by observation 
and have signed up for inspection of 
their herds. These demonstrations 
can be made extremely interesting 
and very instructive, and a good herd 
classification demonstration makes 
an excellent feature for a field day 
program. In many other cases 
nearby breeders have been notified 
and invited to drop in and observe 
the work of the inspector and in this 


way the meaning and importance of 
the program has been explained to 
hundreds of our breeders . 

The next factor which has stimu- 
lated interest in the classification 
program is the Progressive Breeders’ 
Registry. During the past three 
years, 1939, ’40, and ’41, we have 
awarded 42 Progressive Breeders’ 
Registry certificates, and this recog- 
nition is rightly coveted by Holstein- 
Friesian breeders throughout the 
country as the highest honor award- 
ed by the Association. Herd classi- 
fication with a high rating is a requi- 
site to achievement of the Progress- 
ive Breeders’ Registry and this new 
department has played an important 
role in the recent gain in Herd 
Classification.

Another factor which will have a 
tremendous effect on the classifica- 
tion program this year is the Group 
Classification plan by which fees are 
reduced to one dollar per head when 
a series of inspections in organized 
so that 225 or more animals may be 
classified by one inspector within a 
week. It is an expensive proposi- 
tion to send an inspector out to ex- 
amine a single herd, as we are called 
upon to do in many cases, and often 
the regular fees of $1.50 per head 
for herds of 25 or less are not 
enough to cover the per diem and 
travel costs which are paid to the in- 
spector by the Association. At the 
same time many breeders have con- 
sidered the $1.50 fee, with a $15 
minimum for 10 head or less, as 
too high and they have not taken up 
classification for that reason. Un- 
der the Group Plan the time of the 
inspector can be used to better ad- 
yantage and travel cost is greatly 
reduced and the reduction in the fee 
is easily justified. This plan was 
approved by the Board of Directors 
last June and two series were com- 
pleted during 1941, one arranged by 
Fieldman Elmer Dawdy in Kansas 
including over 400 head, and the 
other arranged by Fieldman Ernie 
Clark in Illinois with 436 head. 
These two group. classifications 
heed to swell the 1941 total and 
plans already under way indicate 
that this new plan will play a prom- 
inent part in the 1942 classification 
program, and we hope and expect to 
break the recerd again this year. 


Classification of the herd gives an 
official rating to all females that 
have freshened and to all males over 
three years of age— a very valuable 
help to the owner for preparation of 
pedigrees and for selling by corres- 
pondence; and this point will be 
more important this year than ever 
before because of travel limitations 
and the necessity of adopting mail 
order methods. Buyers generally 
appreciate an official rating by a dis- 
interested judge of the animals ap- 
pearing in the pedigree of a young 
bull under consideration as a herd 
sire when they find it impossible to 
visit the herd and make their own 
inspection; and classification of the 
herd at least every other year pro- 
vides a permanent official record of 
type which is available after these 
animals are gone. Breeders 
should give careful consideration to 
this point which is more than ever

He gave a very interesting 
summarization of the testing done 
in the State of Washingon during the 
past year and suggested to the As- 
sociation that they inaugerate in 
their 1942 program a plan contain- 
ing a greater volume of testing. He 
also discussed herd classification, 
stating that he had, since he had 
been one of the official classification 
judges, classified 999 animals. 
These, of course, were mostly in the 
western country. He described 
some of the great improvements that 
had been made in the herds classi- 
fied first when the program was 
adopted and then during the last 
year or so. 

A. H. Jagels, prominent Holstein 
breeder of Buhl, Idaho and Presi- 
dent of the Idaho Cooperative Coun- 
cil, was an attendant at the meeting, 
and when introduced, re-emphasized 
the value of testing and herd classi- 
fications as brought out by Prof. 
Knott. 

Dr. Otto J. Hill, Extension Dairy 
Specialist of the Washington State 
College, discussed the benefits of the 
Extension program in dairying. 

Considerable discussion was _ in- 
voked, following talks by Fair man- 
agers and a representative of the 
State Department of Agriculture, re- 
garding the clarification of the rules 
pertaining to the showing of calf- 
hood vaccinated animals. The 
Fair people expressed a desire to 
continue the shows this fall, and the 
exhibitors present indicated that 
they were definitely in favor of the 
continuation of the fairs, and hoped 
to be able to exhibit. 


The fieldman was introduced and 
discussed factors pertaining to the 
development and change in milk 
price structure for purchase of milk 
in all fields and pointed out how 
these price structure changes are 
creating a greater demand for Hol- 
steins, and in turn what this meant 
Yor keeping up an expanding of 
breed improvement programs.

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Michigan Secretary Reports 


Editor’s Note: Secretary Herb Miller’s 
annual report at the recent annual meet- 
ing of the Michigan Holstein-Friesian 
Association was such a fine exposition of 
the activities of one of our good state 
organizations, that we arranged for a 
copy for publication. We feel it will be 
of interest not only for what it tells 
about Michigan’s activities, but also as 
an indication of the service our active 
state Holstein organizations render to 
their members and to the industry. In- 
cidentally, it may be helpful to other or- 
ganizations and other state secretaries 
to read this presentation from Michigan. 
A few detailed tabulations from the or- 
iginal report have been omitted here for 
reasons of conserving space. 


The trend in Holsteins continues 
on an upward turn as we continue 
to be more active and possibly more 
prosperous each year than for the 
past years. A year ago we did not 
care to predict more than a year 
ahead however, now due to the ever 
increasing complications of our world 
problems it looks as if we could be 
safe in predicting several prosperous 
years for the Holstein dairy farmer. 


Not only are milk and dairy prod- 
ucts taking an upward turn but the 
demand for Holsteins is continually 
increasing and it is satisfying to ob- 
serve that they are increasing at bet- 
ter prices each year. 

We choose to analyze our year’s 
business under separate headings 
and do this by first speaking for a 
moment on— 


Membership 

The steady climb in membership 
in our association since 1937 makes 
the following figures: 

In 1937, our membership total was 138; 
in 1938, 238; in 1939, 277; in 1940, 315 and 
in 1941, 383. 

On January ist 1942 after revis- 
ing our mailing Hst and taking out 
some dead timber our membership 
total is 427 an increase of 44 new 
members or an increase for the past 
year of 10.2%. 


Mr. Norton’s active mailing list 
for Michigan contains 695 Michigan 
men which still leaves a big field 
for us to work on. It is however, not 
as great as the figures indicate sim- 
ply because Mr. Norton’s list includes 
everyone that the National Associa- 
tion has ever done business with. In 
other words, some are 4-H club boys 
and girls, others are men who have 
purchased a purebred sire but have 
a grade herd. We might add that 
the number of real Holstein breeders 
not enrolled in our membership is 
becoming few. 

We wish to again mention the im- 
portance of good County Ass’ns. as 
they serve to stimulate interest 
throughout their respective counties 
and in addition tend to bring in new 
comers as Holstein breeders. Fur- 
ther good live county associations 
strengthens your state association. 
Every breeder should assume any 
responsibilities that time and oppor- 
tunity will permit to his state organ- 
ization. 

Dues 

At present about 65 breeders are 
signed up under our so called 3-year 
agreement plan in which both state 
and county dues are paid thru the 
state treasurer’s office, then in turn 
your county dues of $1.00 are re- 
turned to the local club. 


For those who are satisfied with 
this plan of handling your dues we 
wish to urge you to continue. 

A total of $48.00 was returned to 
11 counties during the past year. 

Director’s Meetings 

The directors of the association 
for the year 1941 have proven to be 
the same cooperative group that we 
have been in the hebit of working 
with and each meeting has been well 
attended. The following directors 
meetings were held during the year: 

No. 1—A directors meeting prior to the 
annual business meeting February 3, 
1941; No. 2—A directors meeting, April 3, 
1941; No. 3—A directors meeting, October 
25, 41; No. 4—A directors meeting De- 
cember 20, 1941. 


In addition several committee 
meetings, the Brentwood sale, the 
National Convention and other phas- 
es of Holstein activities were held. 

State Sales 

Two assocation state sales were 
held during the past year—on April 
3rd and November 5th, 1941. 

In the April 3rd sale 71 head were 
sold for a total of $15,055.00 or an 
average of $197.96. 15% discount 
was again allowed on calves sold for 
4-H club purposes, 10% of which 
was borne by the association—the 
remaining 5% by the consignor. 9 of 
the 12 calves selected were sold to 
4-H club members at a discount of 
$151.50. 

The November 5th sale total was 
$15,292.50 on the 75 head sold or 
an average of $203.90. 

Our state sales indicate and up- 
hold the national trend in Holsteins. 
That is,tan ever increasing demand 
with average prices on the incline 
with each sale. The two 1941 aver- 
aged better than $50.00 per head 
above any of our previous sales. In 
the January 17th issue of the World 
in which all registered Holstein sales 
in the U. S. have been summarized 
since 1925 it shows that 1941 is the 
first year in a decade that we are 
again approaching an all-time top 
for the number of animals sold and 
that the average price was $185.40 
per head on 5,953 head. This is a 
substantial increase over 1933 and 
1934 when less than 2,000 head were 
sold for an average of $107.00 and 
$105.00 per head. Present indica- 
tions are that the demand will con- 
tinue to increase and that better 
prices will prevail for the next few 
ycars. 

The Spring Sale date is set for 
April 2nd. In the usual location at 
East Lansing. Plans are well under 
way. 

1-H Club Specials Offered by ‘The 
Association in 1941 

The association voted to pay the 
10 leading 4-H County Clubs to- 
gether with the Reserve Champion 
and Grand Champion exhibiting at 
the Mich. State Fair $100.00. 42 4-H 
Club boy and girls received this mon- 
ey. 

The association also expended 
$101.00 toward the purchase of 4-H 
Club calves in the spring sale. This 
amoiant at the rate of 10% of the 
purchase price. 

Black & White Shows 

9 Black & White shows were held 

during the season of 1941 between 


the dates of July 30th and August 
18th. 

Genesse, Oakland & Macomb 
counties held a field day in the form 
of a dairy tour rather than a Black 
& White show. These counties re- 
port considerable enthusiasm over 
this type of extension work claiming 
that it afforded them the opportun- 
ity to see herds that they might not 
see in years otherwise. 

384 animals were shown by 160 
exhibitors at the 9 Black & White 
shows. This compared with the year 
previous, shows that eleven counties 
representing 178 exhibitors showed 
388 head—only 4 animals less, with 
2 less Black & White shows than in 
the year previous. The total atten- 
dance was down somewhat this year 
over 1940, this undoubtedly account- 
ed for by the labor difficulties dur- 
ing the summer season, but totalled 
1,248 for the 9 shows. 

Mr. Clark our extension man at- 
tended the entire series of shows 
and was present for the county tours 
attempted. Jim Hays acted as clerk 
and made the pay-off of state funds 
following the shows. 

The State Department of Agricul- 
ture aided to the extent of $800.00 
in the sponsoring of these shows 
with indications that we may expect 
about the same funds for the 1942 
season. 

National Brentwood Sale and 
Convention 
Lansing—June 2, 3 & 4th, 1941 

The Michigan Holstein Associa- 
tion was honored with the responsi- 
bilities as host to the National 
Brentwood Sale of June 2nd—fol- 
lowed by the Convention on the 
3rd and 4th with headquarters at 
the Hotel Olds. 

The Royal Brentwood Sale accord- 
ing to the World summary of 1941 
Holstein sales was one of the most 
successful sales in the nation last 
year. 98 head were sold for a total 
of $34,015.00 or an average of $347. 
per head. The top animal in the 
sale was Carnation Farms bull con- 
signment going to one of our Michi- 
gan breeders, Glenn Bancroft of 
Flint at $3,200.00. This figure won 
further distinction by being the 
highest priced Holstein sold at auc- 
tion last year. Only one other sale in 
the nation summed a higher total 
than did our Brentwood and that 
was a 2-day-sale. Only two other 
events in the nation figured a high- 
er sale average than our Brentwood. 
We are anxious to comment on the 
Michigan consignment of this event 
believing that from the top to bottom 
they comprised a very creditable 
showing to Michigan breeders. Many 
comments came to us that the qual- 
ity and type was much more uni- 
form and on a little higher plane 
than was the remainder of the Brent- 
wood consignments. Our Michigan 
breeders should be proud of such 
comment. 

The Michigan Association paid 
compliments to the Brentwood guests 
by giving them their noon-day meal 
in the form of box lunches. 1,650 of 
these boxes were prepared by the 
M. S. C. Dairy Club under the lead- 
ership of Prof. Malcomb Trout of the 
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Dairy Department. This gesture 
again created much favorable com- 
ment and I personally overheard a 
Minnesota group, who will act as 
hosts to the 1942 Convention dis- 
ecnssing just what they could do to 
off-set the hospitality we had shown 
them. 

The Convention in Lansing was 
well attended with, I believe all but 
one of the delegates present. Will 
not take the time and space here to 
attempt what took place as you will 
undoubtedly hear from some of tae 
delegates present later in the after- 
noon. I might comment that one of 
the most heated and humorous dis- 
cussions of the entire Convention 
came to light over the correct pro- 
nunciation of the name of our breed. 
It was climaxed that we, here-on — 
henceforth—and—forever afterward 
THAT our breed be known as HOL- 
STINES not HOLSTEENS. The cor- 
rect pronunciation coming from the 
Netherlands. 

Our judgment in the matter is 
that we will continue to have some 
Holsteens. 

The lady guests of the Convention 
on June 3 were given a day’s outing 
at Greenfield Village with transpor- 
tation; luncheon at Dearborn Inn; 
favors and all furnished by the Mich- 
igan Holstein Association. 

The next day June 4th they were 
again entertained at the College with 
a musical program and tea. It is our 
belief that our visiting ladies had a 
highly enjoyable time at the Conven- 
tion whether the men did or not. 

The evening of June 4 climaxed 
the Convention with a banquet and 
program at the Hotel Olds. The pro- 
fessional entertainment met with 
much favor to the 275 present. 

Annual Holstein Field Day 

Due to the presence of the Con- 
vention and Brentwood which nat- 
urally necessitated many duties for 
ovr Members it was voted that our 
annual fied day activities be dis- 
pensed with for the year 1941 only. 

News-Letter Publication 

Five News-Letters were published 
during the year to a circulation of 
800 to 900 Holstein breeders, county 
agents and any other party who 
might have some Holstein interest. 
In addition such functions as our 
State sales, annual meeting, Brent- 
wood sale & National Convention, 
Black & White Shows and meritori- 
ous work of individuals were written 
up and reported to the World, Michi- 
gan Farmer and local papers. We 
might comment that possibly more 
letters could be circulated to advan- 
tage if time permitted. However with 
our increasing membership together 
with an increasing general interest in 
Holsteins we have to plan our tine 

Pretty well to get in what seems to 

be necessary.

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MERICA is now at war, and it is high time we 
A turn our attention to greater production and great- 

er “‘cow efficiency” in this production. Until we, 
as breeders, stop trying to fool the ‘other fellow with 
high records based on forced feeding and 4-time milking 
on selected individuals—-until we are ready to recognize 
as our goal the true advancement of our breed—until we 
begin to realize that there is such a thing as ‘‘Cow Effi- 
ciency’? and learn to recognize this important factor— 
just that long will we continue to have disappointments 


in our sire indexes and the breeding of more profitable 
Holsteins. 


On November 4th, 1928, we put into practice a sys- 
tem of feeding and breeding that we considered would 
ultimately give us the kind of a herd we desire: A herd 
of correct type, 400-lb fat year-after-year production 
under average farm conditions, plus the ability to trans- 
mit these characteristics generation after generation. 
Now, after 13 years, we don’t say we have reached our 
goal; but we say we are well on our way, and perhaps 
some of you may be interested to know a little of the 
theory, back of our system. 


Feeding For Cow-Efficiency 


Our basic ration for a mature cow is: 40 lbs of 
corn silage, 30 to 35 lbs of alfalfa hay and about 10 lbs 
of ground corn and oats daily. When we have good pas- 
ture, of course, that takes the place of the silage and 
hay, but the grain ration goes on at about that rate 365 
days of the year regardless of whether the cow is dry 
or fresh, or of the stage of the lactation. We find that 
the elimination of silage just before freshening tends to 
check excessive bagging. But, what about the theory 
back of such a feeding system? Get out you “Feeds and 
Feeding” by Morrison, and you will find in our basic 
ration a perfect balance of total nutrients and protein 
for a 1600-lb cow giving 50 lbs of 3.5 to 4% milk. That 
is the size cow we are talking about and that is the 


amount of milk we expect her to average 10 months of 
the year. 


Breeding For Cow-Efficiency 


When we find a cow that makes 15,000 lbs of 3.5 to 
4% milk in 10 months (twice a day milking) on our 
basic feed, we consider her to have an inherited index 
of efficiency and production of 100%. When we find 
whole families of such cows, yes, generation after gen- 
eration, we begin to feel that we have approached a 
purity of breeding that should be of interest to all breed- 
ers of Holstein cattle. 


Cow Efficiency 


In the 23 years we have been breeding Holsteins we 
have developed two such cow families and have a third 
family well past the experimental stage. We crossed 
our two leading families by using the bull Baron Ormsby 
Pietertje Star from our ‘Star’? family on cows of our 
“Marilyn” family and got what we call our 100% plus 
producers. Incidentally, the ‘‘Baron’’ bull shows an 
index of 656 lbs fat mated to 606-lb fat M. B. cows. 


Isn’t it about time we begin to look at the efficiency 
of our cattle, especially the efficiency of the cows back 
of our herd sires? Is the fact that a cow makes a 1000- 
lb fat record under forced conditions, 4-time a day milk- 
ing and high-powered, high-protein feeds, any indica- 
tion that her son will improve your 400-lb fat herd under 
farm conditions? Isn’t it about time we study our Red 
Book Sire Indexes and do a little sober thinking? 


Yes—-we may be wrong in our theory, but our system 
of feeding and breeding cattle has been very kind to us 
in the past 13 or more years. Our D. H. I. A. book us- 
ually shows a net profit per cow of around $200 over 
feed cost, and it is not uncommon to have this kind of 
profitable production in cows up to 15 years of age. 
While we have never tried for world’s records on our 
individual cows, we are pleased to report that we have 
the leading herd in America for 9, 10, 11 and 12 con- 
secutive years in Class C. Ovr cattle are always in good 
condition. We have not had a three-teated cow in over 
13 years. If there is anything seriously wrong with our 
system 13 years should bring it to light. Our good friend 
the late Baltz Hoesly of Wisconsn, spent a lifetime feed- 
ing and breeding along these same lines, and many join 
us in the belief that he developed one of the truly great 
herds of our time. 


As to our Type (the only Classified herd in Nebras- 
ka) we might report that at our last Classification 50 
per cent of our cows went VERY GOOD, with but one, 
a two-year-old heifer, as low as GOOD. 


Two Efficiency-Bred Bulls 


Our bull calves are usually spoken for at a few 
months of age, but we do have a pair of good calves that 
we consider worthy of your consideration. They are both 
sired by our tried son of King Posch Ormsby of Winter- 
thur. One, born October 26, 1941, is from a beautiful 
granddaughter of Sir Inka May from a 670-lb fat grand- 
daughter of Sir P. O. M. 37th. The other, born Decem- 
ber 11, 1941, is from one of the 100% plus daughters 
of the ‘“‘Baron” bull, combining our two leading families, 
and rich in the blood of ‘‘37th.’’ There is not a large 
herd in America but that could well afford to take one of 
these calves, breed him to 20 cows and wait for his index. 


If—borrowing from Dr. Heiser’s Scotch story—at the 
end of our career it can be truly said of us that we were 
breeders of ‘‘a useful kind of a cow,” that is about all 
the reward we could wish. 


Why not spent a few hours visiting us and our Hol- 
steins when you go on your next “bull hunt’’?.

antee that a purebred will give profitable cattle in his 
herd? That’s a sticker. You know a certificate of 
registry isn’t enough. A bull’s genealogy may be un- 
questioned but his appearance and lack of real trans- 
mitting merit may label him scrub, scrub, scrub. What 
he does in a herd may cry out so loudly that the record 
society’s certification loses meaning to a bread and but- 
ter dairyman. We’ve made great progress in breeding 
dairy cattle but the painful truth is we have yet a whale 
of a lot to do. We need to lift the average merit of the 
preeds. That’s what counts. Our job is not done, no 
matter how many 1000 lb. cows we have, so long as 
every breed still carries a lot of 200 lb inheritance. 


G. E. Gordon expresses pride and gratification in hav- 
ing 15 per cent of California’s cows on test. That’s 
probably far ahead of any other state, but it’s just as far 
behind what it ought to be. There’s still a lot of old- 
fashioned housecleaning needed in this business of ours. 
Some way, we’ve got to make the word purebred mean 
more than it does now. That calls for culling. 

A Sieve for Screening 

No one has yet devised a more effective sieve for 
screening out those individuals which are not deserving 
of a place in the herd book of the breed than the Herd 
Test applied every year to every cow in the herd. 

All right. When we’ve sorted and sorted until we 
are certain a bull calf has more back of him than a regis- 
tration paper, what’s to be done then? Some there are 
who, persuaded that the poor farmer cannot pay for a 
useful bull, would give him one. I think that’s wrong. 


I’ve studied that question out in country towns where 
farmers’ cars crowd the parking spaces and where far- 
mers’ families pack the movies. I’ve seen too many 
farms with two tractors when one would have done the 
work, to believe farmers will not buy what they want. 
It might just be that selling bulls at low prices or giving 
them away cheapens the idea. A “something for noth- 
ing’ scheme seems to put the purebreds on about the 
game sales basis as the product of the bull peddler’s 
truck. The idea of “it won’t cost you nothin’!” has 
been pretty well worked. 

No Give-Aways 

The give away plan is no good—not in a business 
as sound and conservative as that of breeding better 
dairy cattle. 

Henry Ford did quite a business in transportation un- 
til the lads of the Rising Sun got moonstruck. He sold 
cars to a million farmers, thousands of whom needed bet- 
ter bulls than they were using. He sold. No matter 
how strongly he may have felt that certain farmers 
should ride rather than walk, it is not on record that he 
gave away any cars to these men “to get them started.”’ 

Here in Chicago, you could stand on State Street for 
quite a spell without being invited into a movie palace 
as a free guest. You might get pushed off the walk, 
but you wouldn’t be given a free ticket no matter how 
much you might appear to need the uplift of the shim- 
mering celluloid. Yet, despite the utter lack of such ex- 
tension stimuli, people wait in line to hand in their mon- 
ey at the window. When they want inside bad enough, 
they get inside. They do that when sold on the propo- 
sition that what is offered is worth the price. They 
don’t expect something for nothing. 

Glen M. Householder, Holstein-Friesian extension 
head, gives it as his belief that since “all attempts to 
legislate the scrub bull dealer (stockyard peddier) out 
of business, or shame the user of scrub bulls, have re- 
sulted in failure, success will come when we outsell him 
through good merchandising and advertising and 
through offering a superior produce.”’ 

The Formula 

That seems to be the formula: clean house of inferior 
Durebreds and produce bulls capable of transmitting 
_ production testing, to prove it, and then sell—sell— 

First selling needs to be done on present owners of 
Durebreds. When they are thoroughly sold on their 
own business, they are the best of extension forces. 

There are a dozen flanks on which the stockyard bull 
can be attacked. The best campaign, successful and 
Continuous, is to have the goods and then do a real job 
of selling purebreds. So far there have been skirmishes 


but no real all-out sustained battle to put purebred sires 


at the head of all herds and flocks on American farms. 
Impossible?

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The Virginia Club Meets 


The Virginia Club held its annual 
meeting in Richmond on January 23, 
with George T. Carr presiding. There 
were 50 members present. Mr. Carr 
gave a report of the activities of the 
club during 1941. He reported con- 
siderable individual and group con- 
tact with breeders by Mr. Crissey and 
Mr. Householder of the National 
Association. He also reported on the 
annual meeting at Old Point Com- 
fort and the st’mmer field day held 
at Hollins College. 

Some 4-H club work was reported 
with a special Holstein 4-H dairy 
club being developed in Fairfax 
couny with W. D. Middleton, Hern- 
don, Virginia as the leader. Miss Vir- 
ginia Ellen Dorey was third prize 
winner of the essay contest and was 
awarded a Dunloggin bull calf. The 
presentation was made by Dr. P. D. 
Sanders of the Southern Planter, 
and Mr. Crissey, on 4-H Dairy Day 
at the State Fair. 

The Club cooperated in sending 
the World to a large number of ag- 
rigultural teachers and also in send- 
ing special copies to over 400 pros- 
pective breeders. 

The fall consignment sale was held 
at Orange on October 7. A commit- 
tee of the Club conferred with a 
committee from the other state 
breed clubs and worked out a plan 
towards developing a better darly 
show at the State Fair. 

Mr. Crissey was the main speaker 
and talked on developing and selling 
Holstein cattle and he also discussed 
various possiblities for increasing 
milk production to meet the present 
demand. Mr. Frank S. Walker gave 
a report on the 1941 sale, and also 
reported on the new sale pavillion, 
which was used for the first time 
last fall by 3 breed associations. The 
financing of this pavillion being 
taken care of by a charge of 14% 
per cent of the sales. 


It was voted to hold a sale again 
this year during the first week of 
October. 


Mr. Victor Myers reported on the 
inter-breeds meeting regarding the 
proposed improvements for the dairy 
show at the state fair. These includ- 
ed the appointment of a dairy super- 
intendent to work under the live- 
stock superintendent and for each 
breed to select an assistant superin- 
tendent to help on the day of judg- 
ing. Recommendations were also 
made regarding some of the facili- 
ties, and it was proposed that in ad- 
dition to open classes that there be 
additional monies offered for Virgin- 
ia owned cattle in order to en- 
courage more state breeders to show. 


A new matter on membership 
came up when Mr. B. T. Flora, presi- 
dent of the Franklin County Hol- 
stein Bull Association requested that 
membership of an organized Holstein 
group be given reduced membership 
rates. This was passed and allows 
the members of such organized Hol- 
stein groups to become members of 
the Virginia Club at one-half the 
membership fee. 


It has been the policy of the Club 
for a number of years to select a 
number of breeders to be nominated 
as delegates to the National Conven- 
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tion. The following men were sgel- 
ected: E. T. Willis, Culpepper; J. 9, 
Beard, Linville; Victor Myers, Har- 
risonburg; Geo. T. Carr, Charlottes- 
ville; Frank McComb, Bluemont, 

The following 4 directors were 
elected for a three year term—J, Q. 
Beard of Linville and W. N. Stone- 
man of Richmond as new men on 
the Board, with Geo. T. Carr and L. 
J. Crowgey being reelected to suc- 
ceed themselves. J. O. Beard was 
elected president. He has been active 
in the Virginia Club for a long per- 
iod of years. For several terms he 
was a member of the Virginia House 
of Delegates and is active in local 
activities. Mr. Frank McComb was 
elected first vice-president and E. T. 
Willis second vice-president. 

Interest in the breed appeared to 
be on the highest level that it has 
been for a long period of years and 
we look forward to an active year in 
1942. 





ARALAC—NEW MILK FIBER 

For some time man has worn as 
his top piece a hat originating from 
felt composed partly of substances of 
milk origin. Now a fiber made from 
milk casein, the chief solid in skim 
milk, is being blended with natural 
wool, mohair, cotton, rayon and fur 
in varying proportions to produce a 
a new textile fabric suitable for 
dresses, blouses, slacks and suit 
cloth. 

Commercially the new fiber is 
known as “‘Aralac.’”’ It was develop- 
ed by a subsidiary of the National 
Dairy Products Corporation and is 
now in commercial production at 
Taftville, Conn., with an anticipated 
output of 5,000,000 pounds yearly, 
which utilizes the recoverable casein 
from about 160,000,000 pounds of 
skim milk. 

Casein, which constitutes about 
3% of skim milk, is dried and 
ground after separation from whey. 
It is then treated with chemicals 
and heated into a viscous honey-like 
form and forced through spinnerets 
under hydrostatic pressure to form 
strands of fiber which can be cut 
into almost any desired length from 
half-inch to half-mile. Blended with 
rayon it produces an _ unusually 
beautiful fabric.
